Disciplinary Recommendation and Rationale for Deputy Sheriff-Detentions Robert 
Toohey Jr., Internal Affairs Case # 2014-167.1 


RECOMMENDATION 

I have reviewed the investigative report prepared by Sergeant Kimberley Baker and 
agree with her findings and conclusions. Based on the nature of the conduct and after 
weighing the factors in aggravation and mitigation, I recommend Deputy Toohey be 
terminated. 


RATIONALE 


I found Sergeant Baker’s investigation to be thorough, fair, and unbiased. There was 
evidence, along with Deputy Toohey’s admission that he committed several violations 
that are not conducive to the expected behavior and judgment of a Deputy Sheriff. In 
addition, Deputy Toohey maintains that he made a single "mistake" but in actuality, as 
discovered during this investigation, he violated numerous rules of conduct to include 
criminal misconduct. The Departmental Rules of Conduct with regard to these 
allegations are clear and understandable. The facts in this case are not in dispute. 

On January 27, 2015,1 met with Deputy Toohey in the Detentions Training Unit 
conference room at the Las Colinas Detention and Reentry Facility. Also in attendance 
was Deputy Toohey’s representative, Attorney Amy R. Gordon. The purpose of the 
meeting was to allow Deputy Toohey the opportunity to review the investigative reports 
and offer any information not covered in the investigation that could impact the findings 
in the case. Additionally, I allowed Deputy Toohey the opportunity to offer any 
mitigating information that might impact the recommendation for discipline. 
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Detentions-Deputy Robert Toohey Jr. 
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Prior to going on record, Deputy Toohey reviewed the full investigative report with his 
attorney. After reviewing the report, I audio tape recorded our conversation. Deputy 
Toohey stated that he had no questions and said he read the Internal Affairs 
investigative reports related to the case. When I asked Deputy Toohey if there was 
anything not covered in the investigation that he felt was relevant and could have an 
impact on the findings or recommendation for discipline, Toohey stated “Just my actions 
were just to try to help, I made a mistake, but I tried to help." 

When asked if there was anything he would like to offer on his behalf for mitigation, 
Deputy Toohey stated that his tenure on the Sheriffs Department should be taken into 
consideration and that he believes he still is a "valuable employee." 


Deputy Toohey has been employed by the San Diego boun ty Sheriffs Department a s a 
Detentions-Deputy since 1993. Deputy TooheyW ~ 




I considered several factors prior to arriving at my recommendation. In reviewing this 
investigation I found Deputy Toohey to be less than truthful or deceitful in answering 
some of the investigators questions. During this investigation it was discovered that 
Deputy Toohey exhibited a pattern of criminal and immoral behavior that not only placed 
him and others at risk as individuals but also placed the Sheriffs Department at risk. 
Toohey has been found "sustained" in several Conformance t o Law violations to includ e 
Penal Code Section 243.4(e)(1) mis demeanor sexual battery, 

In addition, Toohey self-admitted that he drove 
wml^ntoxicate^n^noumTav^een found sustained for California Vehicle Code 
23152(a) Driving under the Influence. 

Deputy Toohey also violated the trust and integrity of the Sheriffs Department by 
sharing privileged information to non-law enforcement individuals. As a Detentions- 
Deputy Sheriff, Deputy Toohey has access to various law enforcement sensitive 
material and data bases. The Sheriffs Department has an obligation to the public to 
ensure its employees treat official business of the Department as confidential. 

In addition, Deputy Toohey's pattern of behavior, which would not have been detected, 
if a complaint was not filed by the accuser, is in direct violation of our Guiding Principles, 
Mission, Vision, Values, and Goals, which if made public, could stain the reputation of 
the Sheriffs Department. Deputy Toohey's blatant disregard for the rules of conduct and 
conformance to law is troubling. He should have reasonably known that this pattern of 
behavior, possessing and providing marijuana to a minor, driving under the influence, 
misdemeanor sexual battery, sharing confidential information to non-law enforcement 
individuals. Is not expected nor tolerated behavior of a San Diego County Sheriffs 
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Deputy. Based on the totality of this investigation and the seriousness of these 
violations major discipline is warranted. 

Trust and Integrity are this Department’s two main Core Values and goes to the very 
heart of what the public expects of a Deputy Sheriff. With heightened demands on 
prosecutors to disclose adverse information about prosecution witnesses and Deputy 
Toohey’s pattern of behavior and non-conformance to law damages Deputy Toohey’s 
credibility within the Courts, with the public and as a Law Enforcement Officer to such a 
degree; it leaves no other choice than to terminate his employment as a Deputy Sheriff - 
Detentions.

SYNOPSIS 


On 09/20/14, after consuming seven alcoholic beverages between 6:30 PM and 10:00 PM, 
Dctentions/CtSvc Deputy Robert Toohey Jr, drove from his residence in Descanso to the Santee 
Sport Bar in Santee, because he was worried that his former girlfriend ^■■■^■■fewas 
going to drive while intoxicate d. At the bar, Toohey and both consumed more 

alcohol and then left together. "blacked out" from consuming alcohol and drugs, 

and did not remember anything that happened after meeting Toohey at th e bar. She woke up the 
next day, bruised, sore and with an extremely swollen black eye. feared Toohey 

had raped her and went to the hospital. The Sheriffs Department was contacted and conducted 
an investigation with Toohey as the suspect. The District Attorney's office declined to file on the 
case. 

During the criminal investigation, a search warrant was obtained for Toohey's residence, vehicle 
and his cell phone. The following items were found: JIMS printouts, A fraudulent Sheriffs 
identification card, handcuffs from Descanso Detention Facility, An itemized list showing 
Toohey purchased marijuana for $30.00, photos that were taken at Las Colinas Detention 
Facility of an inmate wearing underwear, feces and bloody clothing in a cell, and of deputies in 
the hallway. 

Also obtained during the i nvestigat ion was a text message onttHBHBl cell phone which 
contained a JIMS photo of^HHHB a mutual friend of bothflMBHHhl and Toohey. 


ANALYSIS AND CONCLUSIONS 


It is alleged Dctentions/CtSvc Deputy Robert Toohey Jr. sexually assaulted his ex- 
girlfriend,

There is no dispute that Deputy Robert Toohey Jr. and have known each 

other for over five years, and recently were in an intimate dating relationship for three months 
which ended in August 2014. 

There is no dispute that sent a text message to Toohey on September 20, 2014 

telling hi m she driven w hile intoxicated. admitted to texting Toohey, "just to piss 

him off." (■HH^knevv that Toohey was obsessed with her and referred to him jokingly as 
her “Stalker.” After receiving the text, Toohey drove over 30 miles from his house in Descanso 
to the Santee Sport Bar in Santee, even though he had consumed numerous alcoholic beverages 
prior to driving. 

At some poin t after Toohey arrived at the bar, Mm appeared extremely intoxicated. 

could barely walk and fell outside the doorway as Toohey was trying to escort her 
to his car. As she fell, Toohey fell on top of her and her head hit the pavement. Two patrons at 
the bar, and the bartendcrMlM assisted in getting PMHto Toohey’s vehicle. 


There is not a clear picture or timeline of where Toohey drove to after leaving the bar. Toohey 
said they we nt to get M exican food and then to his house in Descanso. A witness, 
who li ves otmWp BBl residential complex, said he contacte d Toohe y at the complex trying 
to getMiMBM. who was unconscious, o ut of hi s vehicle. MM|said he told Toohey he 
should call 911, but Toohe y refused . He toldamthe was a deputy and he knew best, tKat she 
just needed to sl eep it of f. said Toohey left b ecause he could not gctfl^^mj^Vout 

of the vehicle. also said that <MBB BEw as wearing pants when he encountered 

them outside her apartment. Toohe y saidMi^— m took her pants off whil e in h is vehicle. 
Toohey has no memory of going to^l^HHBB apartment, speaking with and then 


driving away. At some point, Toohey drove to his residence in Descanso. Both Toohey and 
feU trying to walk up the dri veway to Toohey 's house in Descanso. Toohey said 
they got back in his car and then drove tom^HHHP residence in Santee. Toohey said 
fell again outside her apartment. The multiple falls, explains the abrasions. 


bruising and soreness she incurred. 


Toohey saidtook her pants off in his vehicle while driving to Descanso and that is 
why she ended up in bed with no pants on. He said he took her out of the vehicle at his house 
wearing no pants, a nd then again at her residence. Toohey said he did not make any attempt to 
putMH^fl^V pants back on, or cover her up before exiting his vehicle. Toohey said he just 
wanted to get her in the house so she could “sleep it off.” Toohey said he did feel it was 
acceptable for him to get into bed withMI^HtB who was naked from the waist down 
because they had slept together for three months while they were in a dating relationship, and 
because she pulled him into bed with her. Toohey also said that while he lay with her in bed, he 
cupp ed her b reast, but they did not have sexual intercourse. Toohey had no answer when asked 
ifMM had been sober, did he think she would have been ok with him getting into bed 
with her when she was half naked. Since the break-up,CMimB changed the locks on her 
door, because she thought Toohey was coming in her residence when she was not there, or when 
she was sleeping. 


Toohey said he did not have sexual intercourse with her that evening, and during their 
relationship, he always refused to have sex with her if she was extremely drunk. He said while

lying in bed with her, he did cup her bare breast with his h and before fal ling asleep. At 0600 
hours, he woke up and left apartment. VHHHA does not remember 

anything that happened after Toohey showed up at the bar. There wa s no physical evidence 
obtained to show that Toohey did have sexual intercourse withl 


A toxicology report showed that^HHI^V bad various drugs in her system including 
amphetamines. O ne oft he drug components found in her urine is also a component of rohypnol. 
However.^m^^Hfl takes numerous prescription medications and it would take more in- 
depth analysis to determine what specific drugs she consumed. 


Th e District Attor ney’s Office chose not to file a case for 261(a)(3) PC - Rape. Both Toohey 
andfBl^^Bi0 were intoxicated and there was no evidence that Toohey had, or attempted to 
have sexual intercourse wit! 


The following Department policies would be applicable to the allegation above: 

2.4 UNBECOMING CONDUCT 

Employees shall conduct themselves at all times, both on and off duty, in such a 
manner as to reflect most favorably on this Department. Unbecoming conduct 
shall include that which tends to bring this Department into disrepute or reflects 
discredit upon the employee as a member of this Department, or that which tends 
to impair the operation and efficiency of this Department or employee. 

2.5 IMMORAL CONDUCT 

Employee shall maintain a level of moral conduct in their personal and business 
affairs which is in keeping with the highest standard of the law enforcement 
profession. Employees shall not participate in any incident involving moral 
turpitude which tends to impair their ability to perform their duties or causes thus 
Department to be brought into disrepute. 

Employee shall maintain a level of moral conduct in their personal and biusiness 
affairs which is in keeping with the highest standard of the law enforcement 
profession. Employees shall not participate in any incident involving moral 
turpitude which tends to impair their ability to perform their duties or causes this 
Department to be brought into disrepute. 

2.6 CONFORMANCE TO LAW (in part) 

Employees shall obey all laws of the United States, of this state, and of local 
jurisdictions.

As it relates to California Penal Code Section §261 (a)(3) 

(a) Rape is an act of sexual intercourse accomplished with a person not the 
spouse of the perpetrator, under any of the following circumstances: 

(3) Where a person is prevented from resisting by any intoxicating or anesthetic 
substance, or any controlled substance, and this condition wm known, or 
reasonably should have been known by the accused. 

As it relates to California Penal Code Section §243.4 (c)(1) 

(c) (I) Any person who touches an intimate part of another person, if the touching 
is against the will of the person touched, and is for the specific purpose of sexual 
arousal, sexual gratification, or sexual abuse, is guilty of misdemeanor sexual 
battery, punishable by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), or by 
imprisonment in a county jail not exceeding six months, or by both that fine and 
imprisonment. 


The burden of proof for an administrative case is “preponderance of the evidence” which is 
defined as “such evidence, when weighed with that opposed to it, has more convincing force and 
the greater probability of truth.” In weighing the facts of this case, a violation of California Penal 
Code Section §261 (a)(3) includes two elements. The first element is the act of sexual 
intercourse, "Rape is an act of sexual intercourse accomplished with a person not the spouse of 
the perpetrator 

Deputy Robert Toohcy Jr. never was the spouse ofi^BVltf and there was no evidence to 
show that sexual intercourse took place. 


The second clement section (3) has to show that the person is prevented from resisting and the 
accused should have known, " Where a person is prevented from resisting by any intoxicating or 
anesthetic substance, or any controlled substance, and this condition was known, or reasonably 
should have been known by the accused." 


According to all witnesses and the video from the bar,flBM9 was intoxi cated to the p oint 
of being "blacked out" and Toohcy knew it. Toohey made the decision to putBHHHiiV into 
his vehicle and drive away when he himself had been drinking and she could barely stand. 
Although there is no evidenc e to show that sexual intercourse occurred, Toohey made the 
decision to get into bed withfli^^BB0l who was naked from the waist down, and cup her 
bare breast with his hand. Toohcy states that she pulled him into bed with her, but due to her 
state of intoxication she was not in any condition to make a decision on the intimacy she desired 
to ha ve, or not to have with Toohey. They wer e no longer in a dating relationship and i 
0B had changed the locks on her door. When BHIHIBt woke up, she could not recall 
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what happened, but she believed Toohey had raped her and became a cooperating victim in the 
investigation. Toohey's admitted intoxication clearly affected his decision making during this 
incident. However, with all Toohey does not recall, he clearly remembered getting into bed with 
her when she was half naked and cupping her bare breast. 

Toohey never mad e an attempt to call her sons, a friend, or paramedics to assist him. According 
to Toohey, he tookQBHHjflB° u t of his vehicle two times, naked from the waist down 
without even attempting to cover her up. Had Toohey been observed dragging a half-naked 
female through a residential complex, his ability to perform his duties as a deputy sheriff would 
have been put into question and reflected very poorly upon the Sheriffs Department. Although 
the District Attorney's Office declined to file a case against Toohey, the series of poor decisions 
made by him that evening, is what led to him being investigated for 261(a)(3) PC - Rape. 


It Is alle ged Dctcntions /CtSvc Deputy Robert Toohey Jr. drove his vehicle, both by himself 
and withlH^^B0| in the vehicle, while intoxicated. 

There is no dispute that Deputy Robert Toohey Jr. admitted to drinking three beers and four 
shots of Fireball whiskey between 1830 hours and 2200 hours on September 20, 2014, and then 
drove his vehicle 30 miles from his residence in Descanso to the Santee Sports Bar in Santee. 

Toohey drove to the bar because^l^lM^ had sent him a text saying she was going to drive 
drunk. He went to the bar to stop her from driving. Once at the bar, he ordered two beers. 
According to the bartender he also ordered whiskey, but Toohey said he does not remember 
ordering or drinking whiskey, but he may have. also said she drank whiskey with 

Toohey at the bar before she “Bla cked out.” The bar bill that Toohey paid the next day was for a 
Bloody Mary ordered before he got there, the two Blue Moon Beers that he 

ordered, two single shots of Fireball Whiskey and two double shots of Fireball Whiskey. It is 
unclear who drank what amount of whiskey at the bar. 


Regardless of whether Toohey remembers if he drank any whiskey at the bar, he told Detective 
Shan ds that he was "probably drunk" when he drove. He said he felt it was better that he drive 
than^H^^BVdriving drunk. When asked if he thought there were options other than him 
driving from Descanso to Santee after consuming 7 alcoholic beverages, he said he did not 
consider other options at the time. 


“blacked out” and could not recall the events after Toohey arrived at the bar. 
Toohey was unable to escort her to his vehicle by himself. She was so intoxicated she could not 
walk and it appears in the video that he was too intoxicated to safely get her to his vehicle. He 
and^BH^|0 fell to the ground as they exited the door to the bar. 


Two patrons at the bar, and the bartenderlBB^! had to assist Toohey in getting I 
into his vehicle. Instead of driving her home, he stated that he went and bought Mexican food at 
a drive thru restaurant. Toohey said he then drove the 30 miles back to his house in Descanso 
with bec ause she did not want to go home. Toohey said while driving to 

Descanso,took her pants off. Toohey said he thought she was going to urinate in 
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the back seat of his vehicle because she had done that before. However, he did not ask her if she 
needed to stop and use the bathroom. He also did not think to seat belt her in before driving. 
Once at his residence, he did not think to put her pants back on her before taking her out of his 
vehicle. According to Toohey, h e got her out of the vehicle but could not carry her up to his 
house. They fell again. He putMHl^HMVback in his vehicle and drove the 30 miles or so 
back to her residence in Santee. Toohey said he took her out of his vehicle with no pants on, and 
propped her up by the door while he went to get her key out of her purse. Toohey said she fell, 
and he thought she may have hit her eye on the door knob. 


A witness, who lives in the same complex as^HB^lV, said he contacted 

Tooh ey and in the complex during the early morning hours of September 21, 

20144HMI heard yelling and went outside to see what was going on. He said Toohey could 
not get^B MM^F out o f the vehicle because she was unconscious. was concerned 

and checked for a pulse an d told Toohey he should call 911 because she may have 

alcohol poisonin g. Tooh ey told that he was a deputy and he knew best, she just needed 

to sleep it off. said that after many attempts of tryi ng to j et her out of the vehicle, 

Toohey gave up and toldV^HIhc was going to takeMBHH^to his house. He tried to 
close the back door to his vehicle and accidently closed the door leg. He then 

put her leg ba ck in the car, closed the door, got in and drove away. The witness also said that 
had her pants on. Toohey has no memory of talking to anyone at < 
complex. Toohey said he did not go apartment, leave and return later. 


Toohey said SHHBVdid not have her boots on when they put her in his vehicle at the bar, 
and that he la ter found the m outside her apartment door. He did not know how they got there. 
The bartender^l^^saiddBB^Bb did have her boots on when they put her in Toohey’s 
vehicle at the bar. If Toohey had gone to her residence, left and then returned later, this could 
explain how the boots got left near the front door. However Toohey has no memory of talking to 
or anyone at the apartment, and no explanation for how the boots were left near the 

door. 


The evening of this incident, Toohey drove over 90 miles after consuming numerous alcoholic 
beverages. He admitted that he drove drunk, because he did not wantMBI^^Hfc to drive 
drunk. 


The following Department policies would be applicable to the allegation above: 

2.4 UNBECOMING CONDUCT 

Employees shall conduct themselves at all times, both on and off duty, in such a 
manner as to reflect most favorably on this Department. Unbecoming conduct 
shall include that which tends to bring this Department into disrepute or reflects 
discredit upon the employee as a member of this Department, or that which tends 
to impair the operation and efficiency of this Department or employee. 
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2.14 USE OF ALCOIIOL/OFF DUTY 

Employees, while off duty, shall refrain from consuming intoxicating beverages to 
the extent that it results in unlawful impairment (such as driving under the 
influence or being unable to care for their own safety or the safety of others), 
public intoxication, or obnoxious or offensive behavior in public which would 
tend to discredit them or this Department, or render the employee unfit to report 
for their next regular tour of duty. (Reviewed 12-19-2010) 


In weighing the facts of this case, there were numerous discrepancies and things Deputy Robert 
Toohey Jr. could not recall from that evening. He admittedly drank numerous alcoholic 
beverages and drove knowingly under the influe nce of alcohol. Toohey said he thought it was 
better for him to drive rather than yet he failed to put a seatbelt on her. He did 

have other o ptions. He cou ld have called a friend, he could hav e called a taxi, or he could have 
called one of^BHHHfelsons. According to the ba rtender was 
extremely intoxicated. Toohey did not recognize that ^MBBB l may have been in need of 
medical attention. Toohey was in no condition to help because he was intoxicated. 

In the process of trying to help her, they both fell numerous times. Wl^^^BVgot abrasion’s, 
bruised, a black eye and was in a lot of pain. Toohey suffered abrasions and cuts as well. He put 
himsclf.SBIHI^P and the public in danger by driving while intoxicated. He failed to make 
good decisions and was unable to care for his own safety or the safety Toohey 

displayed behavior which is unacceptable for a representative of the Sheriffs Department. 
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FINDINGS

INVESTIGATION 


On September 26, 2014, Lieutenant Harvel assigned this complaint to me for investigation. 1 
reviewed the complaint form and accompanying documents as part of the investigation. The 
complaint was Department originated. All the interviews in this investigation were digitally 
recorded and will be maintained with the Internal Affairs file. The following are “in essence” 
synopses of the interviews. For exact and complete details of the interviews, refer to the 
digital recordings. (See Attachment N.) 


The complaint was Department originated and alleges on September 20-21, 2014, off-duty 
Sheriffs Detentions Court S ervices Deputy Sher iff Robert Toohey Jr., allegedly sexually 
assaulted his former girlfriend 

The initial crime report SDSO Case #14148298, was taken by Deputy Hilary Gastrich. The 
following is the "Synopsis" from that report: (See Attachment D.) 

I contacted Kaiser Hospital in reference to a possible rape she 

believes was co mmitted sometime between 9/20/14 at 1800 hours and 9/21/14 at 1300 
hours in Santee, alleges the suspect is her ex-boyfriend, Robert Toohey. 

remembers being at the Santee Sports Bar with Robert on the evening of09/20/14 and 
does not have any other memory until 9/21/14 at about 1300 hours. stated she 

and Robert were drinking, she "blacked out." and Robert took her home. 
awoke the next d ay with bruises on both her knees and her left elbow, and a black 
right eye. U^also complained of soreness in her inner thighs, stated when 

she wvke up in her bed she had no pants on. The pants and boots she had on the 
previo us night were located in the living room. For the above mentioned reasons, 
alleges Robert raped her and caused the bruising to her right eye. PP0 olso 
alleges Robert is "stalking" her and sending her several text messages. 


San Diego Sheriffs Sexual Assault Detective Laura Shands was notified and conducted the 
follow-up investigation regarding this incident, Sheriffs Case #14148298. (See Attachment 
D.) For complete details of the interviews done by Detective Shands, refer to the audio 
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recordings. (See Attachment N.) The following is Detective Shands synopsis of the 
investigation: 

SYNOPSIS: 



On Saturday night. 09-20-14, dMHHB text her ex-boyfriend, Robert Toohey, 
that she was at the Santee Sp orts Ba r and wanted someone to buy her a drink. Toohey 
went to the bar and fou nd there, who had already starting drinking. In 

approximately one hour, 41Hfc consumed two Bloody Mary drinks and one shot of 
whiskey. Toohey drank two beers and /no shots of whiskey. Shortly thereofterj^JU 
became extremely intoxicated and had to be carried out of the bar by Toohey and two 
other customers, during which time Toohey fell down and landed on top oft 
suffered a black eye and several abrasions on her arms and legs, 
later awoke in her bed the next day. nakedfrom the waist down and did not remember 
anything past being at the bar. She complained of severe pain and soreness in and 
around her vagina as if she had had sex. Toohey on the other hand, stated he took her 
home in his car stopping to get food and a stop at his house which he couldn 7 get her 
out of his car. Toohey saidH^g^fell down several times during the attempts he 
tried to get her home. Toohey claims removed her own pants while in the 

back seat of his car. At^g^0 home, Toohey carried her to her bed and they fell 
asleep. Toohey denies attempting to or having sex with A witness later 

stated^Kt^B had her pants on during the time Toohey was trying to get her into her 
house, and after that failed, Toohey drove away with her. 


submitted to a SART exam which later revealed no male DNA nor nos there 
any male DNA found on her clothing or bed sheets. During the SART exam, the RN 
located a visible injury, (abrasion), on the outside of^^00 vagina that she 
described as "Blunt force trauma. " During the investigation of this case, I was 
unable to determine had been sexually assaulted by Toohey. Nor did lfind 

any evidence that Toohey committed a sexual assault against her. 


This case is being submitted to the District Attorney's Office, El Cajon Branch. for 
review. The incident occurred in the City of Santee, in the County of San Diego, State 
of California. 


On November 11, 2014, Detective Shands received a Complaint Request Evaluation from 
Deputy District Attorney Kerry Conway who rejected the case for prosecution. Conway 
stated: (See attachment D.) 

Due to the lack ofphysical evidence, lack of recall by the V, and suspect's outright 
denial that any sex occurred, it cannot be proven that a sex crime war committed. 


[ 
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On 09/22/14, Detective Shands and Detective Roberson interviewed Toohey and obtained a 
recorded statement. The following is a synopsis of the interview: (See Attachment D for the 
written report and Attachment N for the recorded interview.) 

Toohey stated he has for about five years. In May 2014 

they went to San Felipe together for vacation and started dating. The 
relationship ended in August 2014, but they remained friends. 

O n September 20, around 9:00 PM, Toohey received a text message from 
stating she tiro going to the bar and hopes someone w ill buy her 
a drink. She later sent another text stating she was going to drive drunk 
because "she didn't give a fuck. ” Toohey did not want her to drive drunk so he 
immediately drove from his residence in Descanso to the Santee Sport Bar in 
Santee. 

Toohey told Shands that prior to driving to Santee, he had been at a barbecue 
at a friends house and consumed three beers and four shots of Fireball 
whiskey between 06:30 PM and 10:00PM. Toohey also admitted to Detective 
Shands that he probably drove drunk. Once at the bar, Toohey ordered two 
more beers. Toohey said he does not remember drinking any whiskey while at 
the bar but they normally do. 

At the bar, Toohey sat with for a while. He said she appeared 

intoxicated from the time he arrived at the bur. She then was sitting with /mo 
male patrons. Toohey said she had already fallen twice and he wanted to get 
her out of the bar. Toohey said the bartender agreed she should 

leave. At firs t one of the male patrons was not allowing Toohey to escort 
out of the bar. Finally, Toohey tried to escort her out but they 
jell. The /uo male patrons helped put into Toohey's vehicle. 

Toohey said when they put in his car, she Mm not wearing her 

boots. However he said it was weird, because later on when he arrived at her 
residence, the boots were sitting about ten feet from her door. 

Toohey said they went to Santana's for Mexican food and then drove to his 
house in Descanso because did not want to go home. He said 

after they left Santana's. took her pants off in the back seat of his 

vehicle. Toohey said he thought she um going to urinate because she had 
done it before. 

Toohey said at his residence, they attempted to walk up the driveway but fell 
again. He put back into his vehicle and drove to her residence 

in Santee. Toohey got out of the vehicle and propped her up 

against the wall by her door. He went back to the vehicle to get her key out of 
her purse and she fell again. Toohey thought she may have hit her eye on the 
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door knob when she fell. However he did not know about her eye injury until 
later that day when he received a text message with her photo from her son. 



Toohey laid 4MHHM down in her bed. She was still nakedfrom the waist 
down because she had taken her pants off in the vehicle . Toohey said she 
pulled him into bed with her and Toohey told her "Ho" meaning they were not 
going to have sex. Toohey said he laid down next to her, cupped her breast 
with his hand and they went to sleep until 0:600 AM. Toohey said he told 
was going home and she told him she would see him later. 
Toohey ww adamant that they did not have sex. 


Toohey is aware that has many health issues. He also said she 

takes at least ten differe nt typ es of medication. Toohey t«w asked if he was 
concerned thatWU^KtK^ was having health issues that were causing her 
to fall over. Toohey said in the past, it's always been alcohol. 


Toohey said he had been in contact with day explaining to her that 

they did not have sex. Too hey also sh owed Detective Shands text messages he 
had on his phone from ^MMMM son, 4MB 



Detective Shands reviewed the video at the Santee Sport Bar. (See attachment D for the 
written report, sec Attachment N for the video.) The video showed the arrival of! 
^■land then later Toohey. Toohey ordered a drink and they sat together, 
went over and sat with two male patrons and appeared to be slumped over the bar. Toohey 
was pulling her by her arm trying to get her up but she was not moving. One of the male 
patrons triedjo stop him. They got into a little tussle and then Toohey again tried to escort 
1 out of the bar. They made it out the door and fell over . Toohey fell on top of 
The video shows the two male patrons carrying to Toohey’s 

vehicle. In the video you can sec that 4M|^H0 has her pants on and her boots on.

Toohey was very 
jealous and accused her of being interested in other men. This caused tension 
and they broke up, but they remained friends. 


_ said Toohey consumes a lot of alcohol. He mainly drinks 

Fireball whiskey and carries it in water bottles when he is driving. 


Toohey continually tried to rekindle their relationsh ip. IVIten he vmv at work, 
he would text message her all day. believes he was sneaking 

into her house when she was asleep or not home, because she would find 
things he left. had the locks changed at her home.

At about 0200 hours,heard a man 
yelling in the alley. went outside and found Too hey stand ing in the 

open doorway of a silver vehicle. He was yelling a/flw/i o was 
lying on the back seat. Toohey was tr ying to out of the car 

but she Has not resp onding. immediately asked Toohey what nos 

wrong. Toohey toldMat he needed to get into the house 

but she Mas drunk and not getting up.^KBB said he has had some prior 
EMT training and he thought that mus not breathing. WBRKB 

reached into the car and checked^^g^/^^for a pulse and to see if she 
was breathing. reeked of alcohol but did have a pulse and vias 

breathing. Due toH^g^0BB0lack of response, feared that she had 

alcohol poisoning and told Toohey that he needed to call 911. Toohey told 
that he Mas a deputy Sheriff and he knew best, that she just needed to 
sleep it off. 


eventually gave in to Toohey and tried to help him 
out of the back seat. After manyfailed attempts. Toohey finally gave up and 
said he would take her to his house. Toohey then tried to slam the back seat 
door shut but it struck one of legs. Toohey pushed her leg 

inside the car, got into the driver seat and drove away. 1 avlWMBI what if 
anythingWKKKHKK^was wearing. He descri bed a pi nk t-shirt, a pair of 
jeans and white socks. I askedf0Ktto if jeans were pulled up 

to her waist. He recalled that her jeans appeared slightly below her waist but 
not open or showing any of her groin area. MiA did recall seeing a pair of 
women 's boots near her front door. 1 askedWKtU if Toohey appeared 
intoxicated to him. ^Ktt^said that Toohey was not slurring his words or 
staggering but did have a very strong odor of alcohol emitting from his person. 
At the time of this incident. MHBi had never met either Toohey

Rohypnol, a date rape drug, is a Benzodiazpine. The three metabolites in 
urine could have been produced from Rohypnol, but without more 
extensive testing wv cannot be certain. This certainly explains her change of 
behavior, consciousness, and inability to remember. 

I will be checking with her about all of her drug use to rule out the above.

STATEMENT OF WITNESS - SHERIFFS LIEUTENANT ROBBY STORTON 

On November 21,2014, at about 1126 hours, I conducted a recorded telephone interview 
Sheriffs Detention's Court Services Lieutenant Robby Storton. The interview was digitally 
recorded and Lieutenant Storton was aware of the recording. No one else was present for the 
interview. A synopsis of the interview is as follows. (See Attachment N for the recorded 
interview.) 

Before going on record, I explained the nature of the interview to Storton and that he was a 
witness to this investigation. I asked Storton to review the following four Rules of Conduct 
applicable to Internal Affairs Investigations: Insubordination, Intervention, Departmental 
Reports and Truthfulness. Storton understood the rules and his obligation to adhere to them. 

Storton has been employed with the San Diego County Sheriffs Department for about 20 
years. He is currently the Lieutenant assigned to the East Mesa Re-Entry Facility. 

Storton knows Toohey. He has worked both with Toohey as a deputy and as his sergeant. 
Toohey worked under Storton when he was a sergeant at the Descanso Detention facility and 
at the Las Colinas Detention Facility. 

Storton said when he was a sergeant he never lost his Sheriffs Department identification card. 
He never loaned his identification card to Toohey, nor was there any reason why Toohey 
would have his identification card.

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Storton has never seen the Sheriffs Identification Card that Toohey had in his possession 
which shows a picture of Toohey with the name "Robby Storton, Sergeant-Detentions" 
printed on it. 

Storton said during the Las Colinas construction project he would loan his card to people to 
gain access, but he was a lieutenant, not a sergeant during this entire project. 

Storton turned his Sheriff Sergeant identification card and badge into personnel when he was 
promoted to lieutenant. Storton does not know of any reason why Toohey or anyone else 
would have a Sheriffs identification card with his name on it. 

The interview was concluded with an order not to disclose at 1131 hours. 


STATEMENT OF ACCUSED -SHERIFFS DEPUTY ROBERT TOOHEY JR 

On November 25, 2014, at about 1336 hours, I interviewed Detentions/Court Services Deputy 
Sheriff Robert Toohey Jr. at the Internal Affairs Conference Room located at 9621 
Ridgehaven Court, San Diego, California. Also present during this interview was Amy 
Gordon, Deputy Toohcy's employee representative and legal counsel, and Sergeant Arthur 
Ortiz from the Internal Affairs Unit. The following is a synopsis of the interview, (See 
Attachment N for the full recording.) 

1 read Deputy Toohey the Miranda Admonishment from my Department Issued Deputy's 
Notebook. Deputy Toohey answered "Yes" He understood his rights and "No" he was not 
willing to talk to me. I then read Toohey the Garrity Warning and ordered him to answer my 
questions fully and truthfully. Toohey said he understood the admonition, and as a result of 
the order, I obtained the following statement. 

Prior to the start of the interview, Toohey was given the opportunity to read the four Rules of 
Conduct applicable to Internal Affairs Investigations, as it relates to: Insubordination, 
Intervention, Department Reports and Truthfulness. Toohey indicated he understood the 
policies, and would adhere to them. Toohey also acknowledged he was aware this interview 
was being recorded. 

Prior to this interview, I afforded Toohey and Gordon the opportunity to review the recorded 
interview of Toohey, conducted by Sheriffs Detectives Laura Shands and Robert Roberson 
for the criminal investigation, as well as the Department generated complaint alleging Toohey 
sexually assaulted 

Toohey has been employed with the San Diego County Sheriffs Department for 21years. He 
is currently assigned to the Las Colinas Detention Facility and has been there since 2009. 
Toohey started his career at Las Colinas, he then transferred to San Diego Central Jail. From 
there, he transferred to the Descanso Detention Facility until it was closed in 2009. 
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Toohey said he and were * n a relationship together. He has known 

for seven years. Toohey met her through a mutual friend in Pine Valley. They 
became friends right away and it was just fun. In April 2014, Toohey andiMBH^A went 
on vacation to San Felipe Mexico for a week and hit it off and their relationship changed from 
just friends to a dating relationship. 

0,2014, the night of the alleged incident of sexual assault, Toohey and 
already broken up. Toohey had removed all of his personal belongings 
from(BH|^^H9residence. They were basically still friends, but not intimate because 
Toohey made promises to her and he said he keeps his promises. Toohey said he did not have 
a key to her apartment because she had changed the locks. 



Toohey was asked if on the evening of September 20,2014, he met^^V^^^V at the 
Santee Sport Bar. He said "I guess the answer is yes." He said the only reason he met her 
there was to prevent her from driving. 


Prior to mceting^BIHi^B at the Santee Sport Bar, Toohey had gone to a barbeque with 
friends who live in the community of Guatay, from about 06:30 PM to 10:00 PM. He then 
returned home. Toohey said the drive from Guatay to his residence is about an 8 minute 
drive. 


After Toohey got home, he checked his phone and saw that he had two text messages from 
The first text message said that she was going to the bar until someone buys 
her a drink. The second text message said, Tm drunk I'm driving because I just don't give a 
fuck." Toohey said he decided to go to the Santee Sport Bar to stoplBHMM from 
driving. Toohey said he had not thought about if there were other options rather than him 
going to the sport bar to stop her from driving. 

Toohey said when he first arrived,was highly intoxicated. She was sitting 
between two other p eople. T he bartender came over and told him that was 

really drunk. saw Toohey and came over to him and sat down. Toohey told 

her he was not going to let her drive. Somebody in the bar tried to stop him from taking her 
out of the bar, and told Toohey she could stay. 


Toohey said when he first arrived at the bar he ordered a beer. He sat at the bar and she was 
sitting with other people. When she walked over to him she was staggering. Toohey said he 
did not remember ordering any Fireball whiskey for him or for her. The next day he paid the 
bar tab which was for two Bloody Mary’s, two single shot fireball whiskeys, two double shot 
Fireball whiskeys and two blue moon beers. Although he did not remember drinking any 
Fireball, he believes he could have. Toohey saidflH^H^tfl was notorious for ordering 
drinks on his tab. Tooh ey re members being sad because he had just spent $1,600.00 two days 
earlier to get vehicle out of impound and she had promised him she would not 

drive her car until she got her license back. Toohey said he and had a 

conversation at the bar, but he does not recall what they discussed other than her driving 
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drunk. She knew he was sad but they did not talk about it. Toohey said he could not 
remember anything she said to him and he does not remember having shots with her. 

Toohey said she seemed out of it from the time he got there, but suddenly she got worse. He 
said she has done this countless times before. "All the times we've been together, she would 
be like, one minute this and the next minute like off the cliff." Toohey was worried about her. 
Toohey saidM^HI^m went to a baby shower earlier in the day and drank alcohol, then 
she went home and drank more, and then to the bar. Toohey said he knows she takes 
prescription drugs but he does not know what medications she takes. She has tried different 
medications like Xanax, but he does not know if she still takes it. He knows she has been on 
pain medication but he does not know what type. Her medicatio ns hav e changed too many 
times for him to keep track of. Toohey said he has seen act like this at her 

house before, when she had taken her medication with alcohol. 

Toohey agreed that it took two people from the bar to carry^HHH^tf to his vehicle and 
place her inside. When they dro ve aw ay from the bar.W^lflHfcwas laying down on the 
back seat in his vehicle. ^ not want to go home so he told her he would take 

her to his house after they got Mexican food from Santana's in El Cajon. Toohey went 
through the drive through. Even though she was extremely intoxicated, he thought it might 
help if she ate something. He does not know if she ate a nything, possi bly a rolled taco. He 
said she was now sitting slumped over in the back seat. was not wearing a 

seatbelt and Toohey said he did not think to put one on her. He said he just wanted the night 
to be over. 

T oohey said tha t as they were driving to his residence in Descanso, he had noticed that 
pants were partially off. He thought she was going to urinate in his car 
because she had done it before. When they got to his house, he noticed she had taken her 
pants off completely. He did not think to tell her to put her pants back on and he did not ask 
her if he needed to stop somewhere so she could urinate. Again, he said he just wanted the 
night to be over. 

She does not wear underwear, and was naked from the waist down. Toohey said when they 
got to his house he did not think about trying to cover her up, he just wanted to get her in the 
house so she could lay down and sleep it off. Toohey said while she was half naked in his 
vehicle, she did not act amorous towards him. He denied having any type of sexual contact 
with while she was in his car. 

Toohey was told there is a witness who said he talked with Toohey after he arrived at 

residence. Toohey does not recall talking with anyone. He said it could have 
happened but he does not remember talking with anyone.

AO: Arthur Ortiz 
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KB: Do you remember talking to anybody at her apartment? 

RT: I don't remember it. but I can't say if it did or didn't happen at that 

point. 

KB: He said that he talked to you for quite a while, he told you he was an 

EMT, he mu concerned that she had alcohol poisoning. 

R T: I don 7 recall that at all. 

KB: He minted to call an ambulance 

RT: I do not recall that at all, 1 

KB: He said he told you that urn, that you know she could have alcohol 

poisoning and that you told him that you were a deputy sheriff and you 
would take care of her. 

RT: I have no recollection of talking to anybody regarding that 

conversation whatsoever. 

KB: He said then you attempted to shut the back door, that you had been 

trying to pull her out and you couldn 7 get her out, so then you went to 
close the door and he said you closed the door on her leg. Then you 
opened it back up put her in the car closed it and then got in the car 
and drove away. 

RT: Ho. 

KB: So you have no memory of that? 

RT: None of that whatsoever! None. 

KB: A t any time did you think that you should callfor an ambulance? 

RT: No because I have seen her in that situation before and it's not thefirst 

time. 

Toohey was not concerned that she could have had alcohol poisoning, based on past 
experiences with her. He wanted to get her some place safe. He was not with her that day 
and did not know if she had taken any drugs. He did not consider that she may have taken 
drugs and that she may have needed medical help. He saidlHBIi^flfchas been going to 
the Santee Sport Bar for 25 years so he did not think anyone there would put drugs in her 
drink. Toohey denied putting any type of drug in her drink. 
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KB: Is there any chance that you didn't want to take her to the hospital 

became you were concerned they would test her and find drugs and 
that she would get in trouble? 

RT: No. (pause) If they found drugs, if there were drugs in her system that's 

on her. 

KB: Do you think anyone at the bar put drugs in her drink? 

RT: She's been going to that barfor 25years so I highly doubt it. 

KB: Ok and you didn V put any drugs in her drink? 

R T: I have never put any drugs in anybody's drink. 

Toohey said round trip is about 60 miles from the bar in Santee to his house in Descanso. 
Toohcy saiddid not talk to him at all during the drive to his house. She talked 
to him when he got to his house and he was trying to get her out of his car. He said at his 
house when he got her out of the car they both fell on the steep cement driveway and she said 
"Ouch! Fuck!" They were both lying on the sidewalk and Toohey said, "This is not going to 
work I am going to take you home." Toohey said he picked her up escorted her back down 
and put her in the car and they drove to Santee. 

Toohey agreed that at this point it was quite possible that^BBBBl was suffering a 
"Blackout" from alcohol. 

KB: Do you know what it means to be "Blacked out?" 

RT: Yes. 

KB: What does it mean? 

RT: It means you lose faculties as far as what's going on in the surroundings 

around you. 

After arriving at (IHHflHHfcresidence, he parked in her parking spot which is by the back 
door to her apartment. He estimated it was about 5 feet to her door. He did not feel he 
needed to try and cover her half naked body before trying to get her in the house. Toohey did 
not first open the door because he said that normally she never locks her door. However 
when they got to the door it was locked. He toldll^BHI^t he had to get her key out of 
her purse. She said "Ok" and he went to the car. As he walked away, she fell over. Toohey 
believed that she may have hit her eye on the door knob when she fell. He got the key, 
opened the door and put her on the couch. He then got her purse and pants out of the car. 
Toohey then putti^^^in her bed and sat down next to her. Toohey said she pulled him 
towards her and tried to kiss him. He told her "No."®H^^^was still naked from the waist 
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down. Toohey lay next to her. He pulled a blanket over her, put his arm around her and 
cupped her breast. He said they both went to sleep. 

KB: So you were laying with her, she is half naked and you also said in your 
interview' that you cupped her breast and that... 

RT: Yes ma'am. 

KB: ok you were laying behind her 

RT: and we both went to sleep. 

KB: You also said that she wanted to have sex and you told her "No ." 

RT: Correct. 

KB: Um . when you got into bed with her, were, did you have clothes on? 

RT: I never took my clothes off. 

KB: So you kept your clothes on and climbed into bed with her? 

RT: The entire time, the entire time. / had on a black t-shirt and a blue pair 

of swimming trunk shorts. 

KB: Ok so you are cuddling with her, you are cupping her breast, did you 

get sexual gratification from doing that? 

RT: No. 

KB: So what was your purpose for doing that? 

RT: That's just where my hand landed and wv went to sleep. 

KB: If she had not been so intoxicated, do you think she would have invited 

you into her bed? 

RT: Am I basing this on prior history? The knowledge ... 

KB: Basing this on the fact that you were not in a dating relationship any 

longer, that she changed the locks on her door? 

RT: We have, we have been in a sexual relationship just as friends. The 

answer is yes. 
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KB: Ok but have you been in a sexual relationship since you broke up? 

RT: No. 

KB: So now, she's at the bar, she's very drunk, 

RT: Yes Ma'am. 

KB: You're saying she's very drunk, she's not really in a state to make 

decisions. 

RT: Therefore I decided not to have sex with her. 

KB: But you chose to get in bed with her and cup her breast. 

RT: She pulled me onto the bed, I vtiew tired it was three oclock in the 

morning. I was behind her, un? both went to sleep or passed out, 
however you want to say it. 

KB: Regardless though, do you think 400 ww.r coherent enough to make a 

decision about you staying with her in bed? 

RT: I cannot answer that I don't know. 

KB: Because ofyour feelings for her do you think you kind of took 

advantage of the situation? 

RT: No. 

KB: Were you maybe hoping she would change her mind? 

RT: No / knew based on what / had found out the previous month that / was 

never going to get back together with her. I mean 1 still love her but I 
was never going to get back together with her. 

Toohey agreed he stated in his interview with Detective Shands, that he had three beers and 
four whiskeys at the barbeque between 6:00 PM and 10:00 PM. He had a total of seven 
drinks, drove from Guatay to Descanso and then from Descanso to Santee. At the Santee 
Sports Bar he remembers drinking one Blue Moon and ordering a second. Alth ough the 
bartender said he drank whiskey, he does not recall drinking any whiskey with 
but he could have. He is not sure who ordered the whiskeys that were on the bar bill. 

I read Toohey the following quote from his interview with Detective Shands. Toohey said "I 
didn't have sex with her and I didn't let her drive drunk. Ya I probably was drunk when 1 
drove, but once again me being stupid or foolish or whatever I took, I said to myself I’d rather 
me be driving than her." 
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RT: It nos a foolish mistake, I, if I, if I could turn back the clock it would 

never of happened that way, but I can't. 

KB: Was you driving the only option? 

RT: I hadn't thought about it. I didn't I just, like I said I just reacted. 

KB: As deputy sheriffs are we supposed to be making good decisions, is that 
what we get paid to do? 

RT: I screwed up. 

KB: Could you have called a cab? 

RT: I suppose. 

KB: Or called a friend? 

RT: As far as friends where she lives versus friends where I live, it's two 

different circles. 

KB: Ok, however umm 

R T: I, like I said I screwed up. 

KB: Driving under the influence of alcohol was not your only option. 

RT: I, in retrospect you are absolutely right. Like I said I screwed up. 

KB: So by doing this did you put your life. life and the public in 

danger? 

RT: Perhaps. (Pause) I regret it. 

KB: So you would agree that it no.? not a good decision to drive after 

consuming that amount of alcohol? 

RT: Looking back, absolutely right. 

KB: Ok, and you are aware that it is a criminal offense as well as a 

violation of Sheriffs Policy and Procedure to drive while intoxicated? 


RT: Yes Ma’am. I screwed up. 
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I explained to Toohey had told Detective Shands that when he took his lunch 

break from the jail, he would regularly stop by her house and bring her toilet paper and other 
supplies from the jail. Toohey said "Negative." Toohey would go buy her food. Monster 
drinks, cigarettes and even toilet paper, but he never brought her any supplies that he obtained 
from his work. 

I showed Toohey a photoof a text message from^B^H^Mft cell phone which was a 
JIMS photo ofSHH^, a mutual friend. I asked T oohey if he t ook a picture with his 
personal phone of a JIMS booking photo of his friend, and sent it. He said he 

did take the photo and sent it to WKtB Toohey said was celebrating ten years since 

his arrest for driving under the influence and asked him for it. Toohey said he screwed up. 


Toohey admitted that he has given other people he knows copies of their arrest phot os once or 
twice. I showed Toohey copies of JIMS printouts for 

that were found at his house during the search warrant by Detective Shands. 


KB: Did you make these copies and take them to your house? 

RT: Yes those were at my house. 

KB: Did you make these copies at work and take them to your house? 

RT: Yes Ma’am. 

KB: OK. And are you allowed to make copies of that type of information 

for personal reasons? 

RT: Well. no. no. 

KB: Did you copy these for personal reasons? 

RT: Um. the first two. somebody asked me who were the two people who 

got arrestedfrom a bar down the street. 

KB: Ok. who asked you that? 

RT: The bartender at the bar. 

KB: Ok, so was this part of a criminal investigation you were doing? 

RT: No Ma'am. 

KB: Are you supposed to share that information with people not in law • 
enforcement? 
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RT: No Ma'am, and l did not shar e this wi th anybod y. This ( referring to the 

copy of the JIMS printoutfor^^t^^KB) ex boyfriend or 

whatever, had said that she did not put money on his books and she 
asked me if I could look up the dates that she did put the money on his 
books so she could tell him, yes I did put this money on your books. 

KB: (I showed Toohey the JIMS printouts forW^& and^g^DSo, here is 

the information that you were looking at? 

RT: Yes Ma'am. 

KB: And then you shared that information with the bartender? 

RT: I told her, she knew both people they were friends of hers. 

KB: Ya, and what did you tell them? 

RT: That's the two that got arrested. 

KB: So you did share this information with the bartender? 

RT: Just their names that was it. Poor judgment. 

A O: Can l just real quick, 

KB: Ya 

RT: Yes sir. 

AO: I want to reiterate 
KB: Ya 

AO: The only thing you shared via.? this paper which via? the names, 

RT: Yes 

A O: Not the JIMS printout, 

RT: No, I never showed them 

AO: Nothing out of this at all. 

RT: Nothing at all out of that. 
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KB: However, you did print it out and take it to your home 

RT: Yes Ma'am. It was in my work hag. 

KB: Urn, but there was no job related reason for you to look up this 

information and make copies of it. 

RT: No Ma'am. 

KB: And you are aware that you 're prohibitedfrom looking tip JIMS 

information for personal reasons. 

RT: I know we're not allowed to look up criminal histories through ARJIS 

and SUN. 

KB: You're not allowed to look up JIMS information either. 

RT: OK 

I showed Toohey photos that were obtained through a search warrant of his personal phone. 
The first photos I showed him were of deputies in the hallway at the jail. The photos appear 
to have been taken from the surveillance cameras of the hallway at the jail. The photos were 
date and time stamped. Toohey said he has no memory of taking these photos. The photos 
were not clear and Toohey said he did not recollect why he would have taken them. Toohey 
said he has taken videos and photos on his phone for training purposes for deputies. He said 
the deputies look up to him and they have had use of forces that went bad so he has used them 
for training to show the deputies what they should have done. 

The photos were taken in January and March of 2014 and were still on his phone. Toohey 
said he was going to make a power point on use of force, so it was easier to keep the photos 
on his phone, because he worked on it at his house. Toohey said he has never shown any of 
the photos to anyone who is not in law enforcement. 

I showed Toohey a photo obtained from his phone, of a female inmate in her underwear. 
Toohey said it was not a photo, it was a video. Toohey said he used it for training because he 
has 20 deputies who look up to him for support. He said when they are working together, 
they run through scenarios, especially on night shift. He said he showed the video to several 
deputies and asked them if they thought the use of force was correct. He said the deputies 
agreed that "No" it was not correct. He would then ask them what their options would be in 
that situation. Toohey said he does not go around showing the video to the public and his 
phone is password protected. 

I showed Toohey a photo of bloody clothing and feces in a cell at the jail. I asked him why he 
had this photo on his phone. Toohey said he took it on his phone when they wrote the I SR 
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(Inmate Status Report) after the incident with this inmate. He said it was still on his phone 
because he had not yet deleted it. He said he left it on his phone because of laziness. 

I showed Toohey a photo obtained from his phone of a personal injury report for Deputy 
Marcoux. Toohey said that Sergeant Hightower had filled it out incorrectly. Toohey took the 
photo to show the sergeant that it was incorrect, but the sergeant did not care. He said 
Marcoux knew he took the picture. 

I showed Toohey a photo Detective Shands had taken of waist chains that were found at 
Toohey's residence during the search warrant. Toohey said the waist chains did not come 
from Descanso Jail as Detective Shands had thought. Toohey said as a male deputy working 
at Las Colinas, he gets sent on transportation runs all the time. He said half the time there are 
no leg or waist chains available so he made a go bag of his own. Toohey said the two pairs of 
handcuffs that were with the waist chains were from Descanso Jail. He said the handcuffs 
were given to him. Toohey said when they recently closed Las Colinas, they were told to 
empty out their lockers. He took his equipment home, but had not taken it to the new jail yet 
because the lockers were a lot smaller. 

I told Toohey that Detective Shands had said the waist chains had been kind of on display at 
his house. Toohey said they were not displayed, they were in his go-bag. However, a friend 
of his one night at his house, had taken them out, displayed them, and took a picture of them. 
Toohey said that was a long time ago. Toohey said he does not own a car, he rents cars so he 
takes everything out of his car and puts it in his house when he goes home. 

I showed Toohey both a hand written, and a typed, itemized list of expenses that was obtained 
from his residence during the search warrant by Detective Shands. Toohey recognized the 
lists and said he created both lists. Toohey agreed the lists documented items he had 
purchased for^|^^H|Bi along with the dollar amount he spent on each item. On the hand 
written document it says, "Weed^Mfc $30." On the typed document it says, "Weed for kid 
$30." 


KB: So you purchased marijuana for son ? 

RT: I did not purchase it. It was given, / obtained it for him. Poor choice, I 

did. 

KB: Ok. 

RT: 1 >ms trying to prevent a melt down. 

KB: So you obtained it for him but you put down there thirty dollars. 

RT: Because that's how much, the friend of mine that gave it said that's 

what it would cost. 
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KB: So obviously you did purchase it. 

RT: / did not pay my friendfor it. 

KB: Last I checked people don 7 just give people thirty dollars worth of 

weed. 

RT: / explained the situation, I got it, obtained I, I gave it to him, I regret it, 

I trying to stop a meltdown. 

KB: Ok but you are aware that marijuana is illegal? 

RT: / screwed up. I admit it. 

KB: You understand that marijuana is illegal to possess? 

RT: Yes Ma’am 

KB: Uh the person you got the marijuana from, do they know you are a 

deputy? 

RT: Yes Ma’am 

KB: A nd they still gave you marijuana ? 

RT: Yes Ma’am. 1. like I said I utw trying to stop a meltdown, 

KB: So that means you are friends with someone who uses marijuana? 

RT: I know a hunch of people that use marijuana. I don’t hang at their 

house and if. 

KB: Well for someone to just give you marijuana, they would have to be a 

pretty good friend. 

RT: She is a goodfriend because we have a ten year history. 

KB: Does he smoke marijuana around you? 

RT: I would not let him. 

KB: You realize that by obtaining marijuana whether you purchased it or 

not, 

RT: I screwed up. 
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KB: that you were basically validating criminal behavior, 

RT: Yes Ma'am. I was under the impression that he had a medical 

marijuana card. 

KB: Regardless, 

RT: I understand. I was just trying to stop a meltdown. 

KB: By doing this did you fail to represent the Sheriffs department in a 

professional manner? 

RT: No, like I said I screwed up. I feel, in mitigating, in my, I can't defend 

it, but on a prior occasion when he had the same meltdown when he 
didn't get it. he destroyed our house, he destroyed his phone, he 
destroyedfurniture, he punched holes in walls and broke his knuckles 
and then he proceeded to overdose on a 100 pills and tell me that if I 
call the cops he is going to run into the river and die and that he is not 
going to let me take him to the hospital. 

KB: Is he your son. 

RT: No, he's her son. 

KB: Does it make it ok, to commit a criminal act.. 

RT: No it doesn't 

KB: Because you think it s a better choice? 

RT: 1 just, I was fearing, it wav a very poor choice. I regret doing it and I, 

ya know I'm kicking myself in the teeth every day since. But based on 
the prior meltdown, 1 mean I ended up taking him to the hospital 
because of a drug overdose on his prescription medication. I just 
wanted to stop it. 

KB: Well taking an oath as a deputy sheriff, did you take an oath to uphold 

the law? 

RT: 1,1 made a big mistake. 

I showed Toohey a Sheriffs Identification card that was obtained by Detective Shands at his 
residence during the search warrant. The card had a photo of Toohey with the name "Robby 
Storton." Underneath the name it said "Sergeant-Detentions," and on the back of the card was 
Toohey’s personal information. Toohey immediately acknowledged that he recognized the 
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identification card. Toohey said Storton is a friend of his. Storton is currently a detentions 
lieutenant on the Sheriffs Department. 

Toohey said he worked at the Descanso Detention Facility from 1997 to 2009. While 
assigned to Descanso, his sergeant and lieutenant asked him if they could create identification 
cards for their civilian staff. At the time, civilian workers did not have identification cards. 
Toohey said as a prototype, he created this card as a sample. Toohey does not remember if 
Storton was there when this occurred. He said Lieutenant Coyne told him this card looked too 
close to ours, (Sheriff employee identification card) so Toohey created a whole different card 
just for Descanso. Toohey said he was in charge of creating and producing the identification 
cards. He said he did this until he gave up this position to Larry Anderson. 

Toohey said he used Storton's name with his picture just as a sample. He got the information 
for how to create the identification card from the internet. He used this information to show 
how un-secure the Sheriffs website was at the time. Toohey said he took the card he had 
created to Mike McNally at Data Services and asked him if the card looked real McNally 
told him it looked just like the Sheriffs identification cards. Toohey said after that, they 
tightened security on the Sheriffs website. 

Toohey said he had totally forgotten about the identification card until this year when one of 
his sergeants asked to see all of his equipment for a uniform inspection. He found it in his 
property and had left it out because he was going to leave it on Storton’s desk as a joke. 
Toohey said he has never shown the fraudulent identification card to anyone in the public. He 
said he has never represented himself as Robby Storton by showing this card. 

I explained to Toohey that just recently Detective Shands was contacted by 

who co mplained to her that Toohey was at Don's Cocktails with a mutual friend named 

and Toohey was telling people that if he gets in trouble that he is going to take her 
down with h im. Toohey said he has not said that at this bar or any bar in Santee. Toohey said 
he and were at Don's Cocktails recently but he did not say that. Toohey said that people 
arc telling him that he should haveipHl arrested. 

I explained to Toohey that and her sons told Detective Shands that frequently in 

public, Toohey will identify himself as a deputy sheriff to people he does not know. They 
believe he is doing this to influence those people for personal gain. said 

Toohey told the tow company where they picked up her car, that he was a deputy. Toohey 
said he keeps his driver's license in his flat badge wallet and when he took out his driver's 
license the person at the tow company saw his Sheriffs identification card. He said he did not 
show his identification for personal gain. I also explained to Toohey that a deputy said he had 
seen Toohey go into a bar in Pine Valley in his uniform Toohey said he has not been to a bar 
in Pine Valley for over two years and if he does go in a bar, he wears a cover shirt. 

I reviewed the following things we discussed during the interview: 


KB: Did make you drive to Santee Sport Bar after you had been 

drinking alcohol, or did you make the decision to do that?

KB: Do you believe that you were intoxicated at the time you were driving?

breast while she mot extremely intoxicated? 

RT: She pulled me onto the bed. 

KB: But did you choose to stay there? She couldn't force you to stay. 

RT: We passed out. Three hours later I woke up and told her I mot going 

home because I had to work that night. 

KB: But she didn 7 make you stay? 

RT: Correct. 

KB: Did you make the decision to send a JIMS photo of$^via text to him 

and 4MB? 

RT: Yes Ma'am. 

KB: The tth waist chains at your residence, urn you say were at your 

residence because you keep them in your go-bag? 

RT: Yes Ma'am 

KB: Did you make a decision to keep photos of work related incidents on 

your personal phone for months after the incidents occurred? 

RT: Absentmindedly. 

KB: But you did. 
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RT: Not intentionally. 

KB: But they were there. 

RT: Yes, yes Ma'am. 

KB: Ok. Did you make the decision to obtain marijuana? 

RT: JW ma'am. 

KB: Did you possess and or alter or make a fake Sheriffs identification 

card? 

RT: I created it forfacility use, as a sample, 14 years ago. 

KB: Ok, but you did, you were in possession of that. 

RT: Yes ma'am. 

KB: Ok. Have you used your position as a deputy to influence people in the 

public for personal gain? 

RT: No ma'am. 

KB: Did you make threats toward to other people in a bar? 

RT: No ma'am. 

KB: As a deputy sheriff are you expected to display honesty, integrity, 

loyalty, trust, respect and fairness? 

RT: Yes ma’am. 

KB: Does this apply to your behavior both on duty and off duty? 

RT: It should. 

KB: Has your recent behavior reflected poorly on you as a deputy sheriff 

and the Department as a whole? 

RT: I'm embarrassed and mad at myself. Yes ma'am. It's been a bad year. 

KB: Is there anything else you would like to say? 

RT: I lost my mom this year, I lost my aunt this year. I have no family left. I 

made poor choices. I screwed up. I regret it. I've learnedfrom it. It's 
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been an emotional roller coasterfor the last 64 days and if I could turn 
back the clock I would definitely do things different. / love my job. my 
peers love me. The only reason that I didn't retire when I turned 50. 
was because I have 20 deputies that look up to me. And that, they call 
on me every day. They call on me now for advice and on reports and 
stuff. It's like they are my only family. 

The interview was concluded with an order not to disclose at 1434 hours. 


FOLLOW-UP WITNESS STATEMENT-LIEUTENANT ROBBY STORTON. 

On December 1, 2014, at about 1649 hours, I conducted a follow-up telephone interview with 
Lieutenant Robby Storton. The interview was not recorded. Storton confirmed that he was the 
Administrative Sergeant, at Descanso Detention Facility in the early 2002 or 2003. Brian 
Coyne was his lieutenant and Toohey was the trustee deputy. Storton said Toohey was good 
at administrative type duties and was regularly given administrative tasks to handle. Storton 
said they purchased a really good laminating machine so Toohey could make identification 
cards for visiting workers to wear while on the facility grounds. Making these identification 
cards were part of Toohey's assigned duties. Storton does not recall the identification cards 
looking like sworn identification cards and he again said Toohey never showed him a Sheriffs 
ID with Toohey's picture, and his name on it. 

The interview was concluded with an order not to disclose at 1700 hours. 


STATEMENT OF WITNESS - SHERIFF'S DEPUTY ASHLEY MARCOUX 

On December 1, 2014,1 conducted a telephone interview with Deputy Marcoux. The 
interview was not recorded. I told Deputy Marcoux that a photo of a personal injury report 
for her was found on Deputy Toohey's phone. Marcoux said she took the photo and sent it to 
Toohey, to show him how the sergeant had spelled her name incorrectly. 

The interview was concluded at about 1228 hours. 


STATEMENT OF WITNESS - SHERIFF'S LIEUTENANT BRIAN COYNE (RETIRED) 

On December 10, 2014, at about 1729 hours, I conducted a telephone interview with Retired 
Sheriffs Detentions/Ct Svc Lieutenant Brian Coyne. The interview was digitally recorded 
and Lieutenant Coyne was aware of the recording. There were no other persons present. A 
synopsis of this interview is as follows. (Sec Attachment N for the recorded Interview.) 


Before going on record, I explained the nature of the interview to Lieutenant Coyne and that 
he was a witness to this investigation. 
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Coyne knows Toohey and has known him for 15 to 20 years. Coyne was the Lieutenant at 
Descanso Jail from about 2002 to 2004. During that time period, Storton worked there as the 
Administrative Sergeant and Toohey was a deputy. Coyne vaguely remembered Toohey 
being tasked with making identification cards for civilian workers. Coyne does remember 
purchasing a laminating machine for making identification cards, and he does not remember if 
it was for making civilian workers identification cards, or if it was used for making trustees 
identification cards, or maybe both. 

Coyne has no specific memory of Too hey showing him a fake Sheriffs identification card 
with Toohey’s photo and Robby Storton's name printed on it. I told Coyne that Toohey said 
he was asked to come up with a prototype for an identification card for civilian employees 
and that this fake Sheriffs card was the prototype. I told Coyne that Toohey said he showed 
Coyne the card and Coyne told him the fake card looked too much like a Sheriffs employee 
identification card, so Toohey made another card. Coyne said that sounds like something he 
would say, but he could not say Toohey did not do that. Toohey would have done things like 
that in his role as an administrative deputy. 

Coyne said he would never have allowed a card so similar to the Sheriffs identification card 
to be used. Coyne has no memory of Toohey going to McNally at Data Services regarding the 
Sheriffs website being un-sccure. He has no memory of discussing any of this with Storton 
or Toohey. 

The interview was concluded with an order not to disclose at 1734 hours. 


STATEMENT OF WITNESS - ASST. SHERIFF MICHAEL MCNALLY fRETIRED) 

On December 10, 2014, at about 1422 hours, I conducted interviewed Retired Assistant 
Sheriff Michael McNally in the Internal Affairs conference room located at the John F. Duffy 
Administration Center. The interview was digitally recorded and Assistant Sheriff McNally 
was aware of the recording. There were no other persons present. A synopsis of this 
interview is as follows. (Sec Attachment N for the recorded Interview.) 

Before going on record, I explained the nature of the interview to Assistant Sheriff McNally 
and that he was a witness to this investigation. Prior to the start of this interview, I asked 
Assistant Sheriff McNally to review the following four Rules of Conduct applicable to 
Internal Affairs Investigations: Insubordination, Intervention, Departmental Reports and 
Truthfulness. Assistant Sheriff McNally understood the rules and his obligation to adhere to 
them. 

McNally is currently employed on the Sheriffs Department as a 960 hour re*hire. He is a 
Temporary Expert Professional working out of the Public Affairs office maintaining their 
website, doing graphics and strategic planning. 

McNally said he knows the name "Toohey" but his memory of Toohey is vague. I showed 
McNally the Fake Sheriffs identification card which had Toohey's picture and Robby 
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Storton's name on it. McNally had no memory of Toohey ever coming to him when he was 
working at Sheriffs Data Services and showing him a fake Sheriffs identification card, for the 
purpose of pointing out to McNally how un-secure the Sheriffs website was. McNally had no 
memory of ever seeing this identification card. McNally worked temporarily at Data Services 
in 1996. Toohey claims he made the card while in Descanso. Toohey was in Descanso from 
1997 to 2009, so the time line does not correlate. McNally said it did not make sense because 
there is no connection between the production of the fake identification card and the security 
of the Sheriffs website. 

McNally said he has a vague memory from some point in his career, when an individual, he 
does not recall who, showed him a Xerox copy of their identification card that they carried 
around in a plastic cover on a lanyard. McNally said he thinks that he would have 
remembered a fake identification card like this, and he would have taken it from the deputy. 

The interview was concluded with an order not to disclose at 1429 hours.

REMARKS: 

Detective Shands, 


As we discussed, this case cannot be proven and will not be issued at this time. V and suspect had 
dated briefly earlier this year and remain friends although admittedly suspect wants more. V portrays 
suspect somewhat jokingly as her stalker. Victim was very drunk at the bar and began texting suspect 
that she was going to drive home drunk. Suspect came to the bar and had some drinks. By the look of 
the video, he had been drinking previously. V becomes so drunk she is limp and suspect is trying to take 
her home. Another patron Intervenes but then V is carried out to suspect's car by a group. Suspect falls 
on V trying to leave. This too is on video. All V knows is that she woke up with no pants on. She does not 
remember any sex or anything but is sore everywhere (whether this is from falling or otherwise is 
unknown). She submits to a SART. No male DNA is located but there is evidence of blunt force trauma 
to the outside of the vagina. 

An eyewitness had seen suspect trying to get V out of D’s car at her house. He wanted suspect to call 
an ambulance because V was so passed out. Suspect yelled at the good Samaritan and drove away. 

According to suspect, he tried to take V to his house, but she was too drunk and he couldn’t get her out 
of the car. She was so drunk that she took her pants off in the car. So he took her to her house - and 
she fell and hit her face on a doorknob and got a black eye. He says she fell numerous times and 
mentioned the fall at the bar earlier as well. Suspect got her into bed and cuddled with her and then left 
at 6:00 a.m. There is some video at his complex that verifies this general timeline. D either has no 
recollection of - or left out the part - about the good Samaritan. He says there was no sex or sexual 
touching (except breast cupping as they were spooning). They are both all scraped up the next day. 

Due to the lack of physical evidence, lack of recall by V, and suspect’s outright denial that any sex 
occurred, it cannot be proven that a sex crime was committed.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


THE VICTIM IN THIS REPORT REQUESTS TO REMAIN CONFIDENTIAL PURSUANT TO 
CALIFORNIA PENAL CODE 293(a) AND CALIFORNIA GOVERNMENT CODE 6254. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On Saturday night, 09-20-14^BH^Bp texted her ex-boyfriend, Robert Toohey, that she was a t the 
Santee Sports Bar and wanted someone to buy her a drink. Toohey went t o the bar and foundBHfc 
there, who had already starting drinking. In approximately one hour^B^ consumed two Bloody Mary 
drinks and one shot of whiskey. Toohey drank two beers and two shotsfof whiskey. Shortly thereafter, 
became extremely intoxicated and had to be carried out of the bar by Toohey and two other 
customers, during which time Toohey fell down an d landed on top suffered a black 

eye and several abrasions on her arms and legs. awoke in her bed the next day, naked 

from the waist down and did not remember anything past being at the bar. She complained of severe 
pain and soreness in and around her vagina as if she had had sex. Toohey on the other hand, stated he 
took her home in his car sto pping to get food and a stop at his house which he couldn’t get her out of his 
car. Toohe^aid^JJ^fell down several times during the attempts he trie d to get h er home. Toohey 
claimsJ^^Hf removeaher own pants while in the back seat of his car. At^BI^ hom e, Toohey 
carried her to her be d and th ey fell asleep. Toohey denies attempting to or having sex withdflB^ A 
witness later statedBBfl^ had her pants on during the time Toohey was trying to get her into her 
house, and after that failedTToohey drove away with her. 
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^HPPsubmitted to a SART exam which later revealed no male DNA nor was there any male DNA 
found on her clot hing or be d sheets. During the SART exam, the RN located a visible injury, (abrasion), 
on the outside vagina that she des cribed as "Blunt force trauma." During the investigation of 

this case, I was unabl^o determine had been sexually assaulted by Toohey. Nor did I find 

any evidence that Toohey committed a sexual assault against her. 

This case is being submitted to the District Attorney's Office, El Cajon Branch, for review. The incident 
occurred in the City of Santee, in the County of San Diego, State of California. 

ORIGIN: 

On 09-21-14 at about 1730 hours, I was ca lled out to investigate a possible rape. The victim, later 
identified as^Mimm^giHflHF’ was at Kaiser Hospital with deputies H. Gastrich (#5015), 
and M. Collins (7127). 

BACKGROUND: 

Victim^HH|B^BH^ l‘ ves in a rent al condo min ium in the city offlfli^ with h er^^year old 
son. ^j^BPtwooth era dultchildren live in^ Mland^M^fr iscurrentlyg|B^|^fe 

and has known the suspect in this case for overTive 

years. They had a three month intimate relationship between March and May 2014. Since that time, 
and Toohey have remained in contact with each other in a "friends only" relationship. 

Suspect Robert Toohey, age 52, lives alone in a rental studio in the community of Descanso. Toohey 
has been employed by the San Diego County Sheriffs Department as a detentions deputy for the last 21 
years. During the investigation of this case, Toohey was placed on administrative leave by the Sheriffs 
Department. 

CASE INVESTIGATION: 

After receiving the call-out at 1730 hours from Sergeant Magana, I spoke with Deputy Gastrich by 
telephone. Deputy Gastrich had taken a brief statement from the victim to complete a crime report. After 
I was briefed on the case, I called Independent Forensic Services (IFS) and arranged for a SART 
examination f or the victim. At 1855 hours I a rrived at I FS on College Avenue in San Diego and met with 
Mfl|p son ^feand his girifriend^m^4MHV assisted by Deputy Gastrich, was taken 
immediately into the examination room due to her complaints of pain.

They gave me the following statements.

At about 1100 hours th at mor ning BBpreceiv ed a t ext from his younger brother^^fcasking that he 
check on their moth er.^B| and his girlfriend,PBB drove to his mother's house and found her 
sleeping in her bed.BB^B was wearing a t-shirt and nothing on below the waist. She had fr esh 
abrasions on her knees anJelbows. Her right eye was bruised and swollen. WherjBB wokeBD^ 
up, she acted confused and could not remember what had happened to her. she had 

been a t the San tee Sports Bar the night before and did not remember how she got hurt, or how she got 
home.^BBi complained of severe pain in her shoulder, back and legs. 


BM P said he then called the Santee Sports B ar and s poke wit h the ow ner,BIBlBMEconfirmed that 
^■Mphad been at the bar the night before^Bppsaid thatBHB had a few drinks and was acting 
iiK^ne^was high on pills.BIBi said that^^BB left the bar with Robert Toohev.

i left the bar with Robert Toohey. 


BHpsaid that his mother and Toohey had been in a boyfriend, girlfriend relations hip mo nths earlier. 
During that time, Toohey had stayed at theBBB residence o n a re gular basis.BBp knows Toohey 
as a deputy Sheriff because he "flashes his badge all the time/BjBsaid his mother br oke up with 
Toohey but he has come around the house often since then. B^Hihas complained tcpjp^that 
Toohey is entering her house while she sleep s and takes pictures of text messages she has exchanged 
with her friends. On one oc casion, BMPvoke up and found Toohey had left his house key on the 
pillow beside her.BM^phas expressed her concern toBfethat Toohey is stalking her^BBi^ 
was so co ncern ed about Toohey coming into her house without her permission that she had the locks 
changed. has seen Toohey drive past his mother's house on several occasions when he was not 
supposed to be there. 


Blpsaid he looked at his mo ther's cell phone which showed 
telling him she was at the bar.BPp said he took a picture of| 
asking him what had happened. Toohey responded to 
hit her head on the doorknob of her house. 


sh^Tad sent Toohey a text last night 
wtt/F black eye and sen t it to To ohey, 
text with a text stating thatBHBl bad 


Duelto BWcondition^PBand^^B drove her to Kaiser Hospital on Zion Avenue in San Diego. 
BiBadmitted thatBMB has "blacked out " from dri nking in the past. On the way to Kaiser,’4Bp 
drove by the Santee Sports Bar and saw that^m^ vehicle was parked in the parking lot. 

End of statement. 

Blpshowed me the text messages on his cell phone which I took digital photographs of. I later 
downloaded the photographs to a disk and placed it into evidence. The text messages are as followed: 

At 12:14 PM: From BflBphone to #4PBBBHPidentified as "Officer Thooly"; A picture ofBBBP 
face which showed her black eye, and "Who fucking did this?"

Statement of 


After40f received textl^Bf accompanied him to his mother’s condo where they found 

sleeping in her bed. w as wearin g only a t-shirt and nothing below the waist. She was 

covered with a blanket. IHI observed blue jeans on the couch in the living room and her 

boots and purse on the chair by the front door. Mai was extremely dazed when they woke her up 
and she could not remember anything besides being at the Santee Sports Bar last night. 

said thatavaAnot only complained of pain from her obvious injuries, she also complained of 
pain in v aginal area. ^B^ said she called Toohe y's phone and spoke to him. Toohey told^Ma that 
4— a had called him drunk from the bar. questioned Toohey about her black eye. Toohey told 
thatdBMB had fallen down on the aspha lt outside the bar. Toohey said he gave ride 

home s o she would not drive home drunk. showed me a text message she sent to Toohey using 
cell phone and his response to that text: 


(witness): 


At 7:18 PM: €1^1 phone to Toohey; "This isBB ^. If y ou did nothing wrong then you have nothing to 
be worried about. I suggest that you don’t reply to 0B* and A# they are just protecting their mother. 
Just please stop talking to them until it gets resolved. It's in everyone's best interest." 


At 7:21 PM: Toohey’s phone toBB); "I agree. I just didn't want her driving drunk. SSB is pissed 
because she was falling down in the bar as well." 

End of statement. 

I took digital photographs of the above text messages and later downloaded them onto a disk which was 
placed into evidence. 

After BHBP completed the SART examination, RN flBB advised me that MB was in too much 
pain when she tried to insert the speculum and vaginal photographs and sw abs we re not taken. We 
discussed the possibility of a follow-up exam within the next day or two. RN also advised me of 
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positive findings obtained during the exam which included an abrasion at the opening of VA' vagina 
at the six o'clock position. described the abrasion as an injury consistent with "Blunt force 

trauma." 


Ml) and drove wKKm to her home in Santee. I followed and met with them at the 
residence, arriving at about 2210 hours. MIMA was physically exhausted and in obvious pain, 
i requested that she be allowed to get some rest and give a statement the following day. 


I took digital photographs of the couch and chair in the living room where MIM) b oots and jeans were 
found. Wpha d picked up the blue jeans and moved them prior to taking iSMI to the hospital that 
morning. described the position that she found the jeans in as, "folded and draped over the couch 
edge." I also took photogra phs of bedroom. I collected two pillow cases, one bed sheet and 

two blankets fromMMHI bed. I collected one pair of blue jeans from the living room couch. I later 
placed those items into evidence at the Sheriffs P&E Unit. 


On 09-22-14 I located Toohey's personal and employee information from the Sheriffs Intranet Portal, 
employee directory; Robert Lee Toohey Jr., Detentions Deputy Sheriff, Arjis #5896, currently assigned to 
the Las Colinas Detention and Reent ry Facility, 451 Riverview Pa rkway in Santee. His address was 
listed as with a mailing address of 

Tooh ey's phone num bers were listed as follows; business 619-258-3181, mobile and 

home ^99' 1 ran Toohey through SDLaw and determined he had a valid California Driver 
license and no prior criminal history. 


On 09-22-14 at about 1300 hours, I interviewed MM® at her home inMBV and obtained the 
following information. Refer to ®^|Mrecorded statement for details. This written statement is a 
summary and not meant to be a substitute for the recorded interview. The audibly recorded interview 
was later transferred onto a CD as evidence. 


Statement oft 


(victim): 


MM® stated she has known Toohey for about seven years. Until March of 2014 they had not dated or 
been intimate. During a trip to San Filipe Mexico in March 2014, they became attracted to one another 
and began a dating/intimate relationship. Almost immediately, Toohey began sleeping at her home 
every night. had been diagnosed with several medical problems and Toohey helped her out by 

taking care of her, and driving her t o doctor's appointments. During the following three months, they had 
intercourse about four times. said they argued a lot. Toohey thought MM® was interested in 

other men and grew suspicious of her activities. She said she caught Toohey looking through her text 
messag es in the middle of the night. This caused tension in the relationship and their arguments grew 
intense. MMM said that Toohey drank a lot. She claimed that he has his favorite whiskey, Fireball, 
with him wherever he went, including in water bottles in his vehicle. She has seen a gallon size 
container of Fireball in his trunk beside his revolver. This fri ghtens M Mi1 because he drives back and 
forth from Descanso at 110 mph after drinking his Fireball. dMMftsaid that Toohey even goes as far 
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as going back and forth from the bar to his car to drink his Fireball so he does not have to pay the bar 
prices. told me she did not think he drinks while he is at work. 

Sometime in May of 2014, they got into a huge argument while out driving. fl^B^told Toohey the 
relationship was over but she wanted to try and remain friends. At some point, 0MB got out of the 
car and walked home. When she arrived, she discovered Toohey had removed all of his personal 
belongings and left, but did not return the house key. 

During the following month, Toohey continuously tried to rekindle the relationship. He sent her an 
enormous amount of text messages every day. He spent his entire work shift texting her. Almost on a 
daily basis, Toohey bought her cigarettes, Monster drinks and various groceries and left them at her 
doorstep along with poems and notes to her. Even though they tried to remain "friends," they argued 
often. Toohey would confront^ABAabout where she had been and who she had been with. ABB 
said that Toohey knew things about her and her activities that he should not have known, like who she 
text with, and what the conversation was about. 


AAAB said she has a friend, IB who she had dated years earlier. They text each other or hang out 
at the bar several times a week. Toohey knows they are friends but suspects t hey are secretly dating. 
Toohey is extremely jealous of0§ and he calls AB her "Fuck Buddy." Both A0Ai and0f suspect 
Toohey sneaks around, following them trying to find out if they are intimate with one another. 4M told 
AA^Bthat he has seen Toohey drive by his home on numerous and later caught 

what appears to be his car on the surveillance tape. MBA said she jokingly but nervously calls 
Toohey her "stalker." 

ABMfe suspected Toohey was using his house key and sneaking into her house during the night to 
look through her phone. During their arguments, Toohey would admit he had seenflMA* 1 text 
messages and confront her about the content. One morning she woke up and found a key on the pillow 
beside her. Toohey later told her it was a key to his house from him to her. Another time she came 
home a nd found a small safe he had brought over. It was something she had mentioned s he nee ded to 
lock up MBA medications. These unexpected and uninvited visits by Toohey prompted dMIMIto 
change the house locks around the end of August. Toohey's unending text messages were 
overwhelming. She felt Toohey was trying to win her back. 

This last Saturday, went to a baby shower for her friend, iMfc in BAMAM A friend 

and neighbor drove them and they stayed for only about one hour. During that hourMAAAdrank two 
beers. They left at four thirty. Later that evening, BHBsaid she made herself a Bloody Mary at her 
house. She said it tasted terrible so sh e thre w it out and headed for Santee Sports Bar (SSB) where she 
thinks they make great Bloody Marys. MAM could no t remember when she left for SSB or when she 
arrived but she knew it was late in the evening. iB^A said she called SSB before she arrived to find 
out if Toohey was there. She wanted to avoid him. 

When sh e arrived at SSB, she ordered and began drinking a one pint Bloody Mary, (two glasses). 
ABA0 said she text Toohey that she had driven drunk just to, "piss him off." A short time later Toohey 
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showed up at the bar. She had not even finished her first glass.said she went over and sat 
with Toohey who appeared frantic. He told her, "Don't you ever do that to me again." Toohey looked like 
he had just rolled out of the bushes. She didn't know if he had just woke up or he was drunk. They sat 
together for a while and remembers Toohey breaking down and crying. He asked her why all 

this was going on, and why they could not get back together. sai d that he was very upset. And 

that was the last thing she could recall until she was woken up by her son, 4MI the next morning. 
■^■Phad no idea how she got home, why she was naked from the waist down, and how she had 
acquired a swollen black eyes and abrasions all over her. could not recall ever falling down 

either. After she talked withMBda few minutes, he called her other son.BVh then he left for a trip to 
Mexico. 


pM^B was su spicious that she had b een sexually assaulted because her vagina and surrounding area 
felt sore.PHpand his girlfriend ,#■% arrived a short time later and helped get her to Kaiser on Zion to 
be seen by a doctor. ^^pBtold me she has "blacked out" in the past when she had been dr inking 
with Toohey. Each time she woke up the next day and could not remember anything. flfllMtold me 
she did not think she had enough to drink to make her black out. She remembers drinking two beers at 
the baby shower, way earlie r in the day, then one and a half glasses of Bloody Maty at the bar. She did 
not finish her second glass. i^pBBsaid she vaguely remembers drinking one shot of Fireball with 
Toohey. That was pretty much the last thing she could recall from that night. 

End of interview. 


After discussing with PVAthe procedure for a control call to Toohey, MIM used her cell phone 
and calle d Toohey's house and cell phone at about 1439 hours. Both times the calls went to voice mail. 
Pileft the following on Toohey's house phone; "Hey Robert, you there? Hello, Hello, you there?" 
And she left the following message on his cell phone; "Hey, it's me. Give me a call back. Bye." 

showed me several long text messages on her cell phone from Toohey on 09-21-14 beginning 
at 4:57 PM: Your kids have accused me of raping you and beating the shit out of you. Nosexl Even 
though you wanted to. You fell down several times taking me with you twice. My glasses got broke at 
the bar. Almost got into a fight with some dude who wanted to keep you for himself. I am pretty sure you 
hit your eye on your door knob when you fell the final time when I went to get your keys from your purse. 
You took your pants off while laying in back seat of my car. Only reason I came down the h ill to get you 
was because you texted me saying you were gonna drive drunk Cuz you don’t give a fuck! says 

detectives will be at my house. Paid your tab last night and picked up my broken glasses. (Break) I 
need new glasses anyway. (Break) I was going to buy you smokes and monsters but I'm pretty much 
broke until payday and once again l will be nigga rich and able to help you. (Break) I will try ncall you 
later when I am not busy. Following those messages were three photos; two were shots of a thumb with 
an abrasion and one of a large leg with small abrasions. And text: My right leg. (Break) God as my 
witness we did not have SEX!!!! AND IF YOU FOR ONE GOD DAMN MINUTE YOU THINK THAT I 
WOULD EVER AND I MEAN EVER DO THAT TO YOU!!!!! THEN DONT EVER CONTACT ME AGAIN. 
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flHMi gave me her phone for 24 hours to be examined for evidence. I later used my camera and took 
photos of the above text messages and photos and downloaded them onto a disk and placed the disk 
into evidence at the Sheriffs P&E Unit. 

PflHI also gave me a large envelope of various sized pieces of paper and one key that she told me 
Toohey had left on her door or inside her house on different dates throughout the previous month. I later 
placed these items into evidence at the Sheriffs P&E Unit. 

On 09-22-14 at 1620 hours I contactedfriend, JHMpPUlpby telephone and obtained the 
following information. During PBMf recorded statement (at 01:33:00) this phone interview with 
was obtained and documented. This written statement is a summary and not meant to be a 
substitute for the recorded interview. The audibly recorded interview was later transferred onto a CD as 
evidence.

^■■1 said he was not at the bar when this incident occurred. He was at the bar, SSB, that evening 
between 1830 hours and 2000 hours. Later that evening, around 2300 hours, he received a text 
message from advising him she was at SSB. The first he heard about what had h appe ned was 

the following day, Sunday afternoon dl se nt him a picture of her face and black eye. PIHB 
forwarded t he photo to SSB bartender, and asked her what happened. text him back 

stating that PHPI "was a mess" and fell down. Ml text that it took three people to getflHP 
into Toohey's car. That was all he knew about the incident. pppi advised me that SSB has several 
video surveillance cameras both in and outside the bar. 

End of statement. 

On 09-22-14 at about 1640 hours I called SSB owner, and made arrangements to meet 

with him on 09-23-14 at about 1300 hours to review video surveillance from the night of this incident. 

On 09-22-14 at about 1 700 hours 1 contacted Sheriffs Detective M. Dasilveira at the Sheriffs Santee 
Station. I left cell phone with him to complete a Cellebrite UFED extraction. Detective 

Dasilveira later advised me that Cellebrite UFED program does not support the brand and model of 
cell phone and therefore unable to complete an extraction. 


On 09-22-14 at about 1800 hours I called SSB bartender,* 
information. This is a summary only. 

Statement of MHAHpl 


and obtained the following 


PMtold me she has been working as a bartender at SSB fo r about ten years. She was working alone 
on Saturday night, 09-20-14. (Ml has known both MPBhand Too hey since they began dating earlier 
in the year. Both have been coming to the bar a lot lately. That night, fl^^Pcame in first (alone) at 
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around 2300 hours. 4MMB did not ap pear to b e intoxicated and she ordered a one pint container of 
Bloody Mary which makes two glasses. MU was hanging out at the bar talking casually with two 
male customers for a bout one hour when To ohey ent ered the bar. Toohey ordered two Blue Moon beers 
and sat down next toMEE§ Too hey an d EMM seemed to be having an emotional discussion 
because both were a bit teary eyed. MM caught some of their conversation overhearing thatMME 
was depressed and Toohey was trying to lift her spirits. 

After Toohey d rank the two beers, he ordered two Fireball shots and he gave one to |MHB At some 
pointiMl^E walked away from Toohey and returned to t alking wit h the two male customers. After 
Tooh ey had be en there a bout forty-five minutes, suddenly tMBMappeared to be extremely drunk. 
ME described W M as “go ing from zero to 100 in 45 minutes. EElM behavior was strange and 
even unusual for her. MMM slumped over and basically became dead weight. EME^as next to 
the other male cu stomers a nd Toohey went over to her. Toohey grabbed her arm and tried to pull her 
towards the door. IMMseemed to barely move but was still on her feet. At some point one of the 
male customers told Toohey to leave her alone and they got into a slight argument over her. 

Toohey eventually got JBBE moving in the direction of the exit door but only because he was holding 
her up, and pulling her. ME followed behind them as they left. Just aft er exit ing the front door, Toohey 
fell forward pushing MEE to the ground, and he landed on top of her. ME saw MEM face hit the 
pavement full force. At that po int, Toohey struggl ed to get up and the two male customers came outside 
to help. As they lifted ME up off the ground,ME saw that she had injured he r right eye in the fall. 
MEwas carried b y the t wo males to Toohe y's car and placed in the back seat. ME said t hat 
•■Mi was out cold. EM had seen M MMd runk before but never in this condition. AfterdMHE 
was in Toohey’s car, he drove off with her. MM s aid tha t MB jea ns were completely on and 
fastened and she had her boots on when they l eft. M Mhad carriedMEM purse outside and gave it 
to Toohey before he left. After they w ere go ne, MM noticed Toohey’s broken eyeglasses on the ground 
and she brought them inside the bar. EMtold me that Toohey did not appear intoxicated when he left. 
A short time later, Toohey calledEMband asked about his glasses. Toohey came in the following 
afternoon. He retrieved his glasses and paid the tab for that night.

On 09-22-14 at 2025 hours, Detective R. Roberson and I contacted Robert Toohey at the Las Colinas 
Detention Facility. His supervisor allowed us to talk in a private room within the facility. I spoke with 
Toohey and obtained the following information. Refer to Toohey's recorded statement for details. This 
written statement is a summary and not meant to be a substitute for the recorded interview. The audibly 
recorded interview was later transferred onto a CD as evidence. 

Statement of Robert Lee Toohey: 

Toohey told me h^ia^nown for about five years. Around mid-May of this year, he went to 

San Felipe with and they became intimate. They had a brief (three month) relationshmn which 

he spend almost every night at her home. On August fifth, they got into an argument and MM told 
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him she just wanted to be friends. They have pretty much kept in contact with each other since, but on a 
protonic level. 

Toohey stated that this last Saturday he received a text message from around 9 PM, that said 

she was going to the bar and hopes someone will buy her drinks^he also text that she was going to 
drive drunk because "she didn’t give a fuck." Toohe^ai^hatBBBhad been depressed lately and 
has a lot of physical problems. Toohey didn't wantflHBto drive drunk so he rushed down to the bar 
where he found her already drinking. 

I asked Toohey to tell me what happened beginning with the text messages. 

A: Saturday night I was at my friend's house. I went home. She had text me saying she is gonna go to 
the bar and hopes somebody buys her drinks. 

Q: When did she text you? 

A: It was nine something. I don’t know, it was when I got back to my house. And then she text again at 
like ten minutes to eleven and said she was going to drive drunk because she didn't give a fuck. 

Q: Did that worry you? 

A: Well yeah because I believed her. So I hauled ass down to the bar. And sure enough she was 
plastered at the bar. 

Q: When you went into the bar where was she? 

A: She was sitting in the middle of the bar straight back from the register. And I sat at the end. Two 
guys were with her. I don't know, I hadn't seen them before so I didn't know who they were. 

Q: Did she look like she was in a conversation with them? 

A: Well, No she looked like she wa s disheveled and out of it. Si I ordered a beer from the 

bartender and she said thatB0i is pretty messed up. I said I know. 

Q: told you that right away? 

A: She said she is gonna drive drunk and I'm not going to let her. So, I don't know if I went to her or if 
she came over to me and we started talking. And then I said, "Let’s get you out of here." 

Q: How long were you guys together before you said that? 

A: I couldn’t tell you, I don't remember. 
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Q: Take a guess. 


A; Not long, half an hour. I think ten minutes, she says longer, but I don't remember I was distraught. 

Q: What did your conversation consist of? 

A: I don’t remember. I said what are you doing? She said I don't know. That's all I remember. What I 
did then was I said let's get you out of here. And then some guy got in my face. He said something like 
he was with her. 

Q: The two guys that were with her? 

A: Yeah but according tol^^Hbthey weren't with her. 

Q: So one of the guys got Into your face? 

A: Yeah but I wasn't going to cause a fight in a bar. I mean, I work for the Sheriffs Department. So I 
said to her, let's get you out of here. She wanted to go and the guy says, she doesn't have to go, she is 
with me. She can drink whatever she wants. She can stay. I g^wglkiot tonight sh^an’t. So VBHA 
agreed. The bartender agreed. And like I said, you can talk tofNHfcbecausef0Hi had already 
fallen down twice. 

Q: During the time you were with her? That half hour or so? 

A: She fell down twice in the bar. I said let's get you out of here. So the two guys and me go to get her 
out and at one point I remember falling again, my glasses evidently got broke because these are reading 
glasses. 

Q: You fell? 

A: Yeah, I ended up, yeah because she pulled towards the door when we were trying to carry her out to 
the car. 

Q: Ok, I'm sorry, I got a little lost. 

A: Two guys, we were trying to get her out to the car at that point. The guy conceded, OK fine, he knew 
he wasn't going to be taking her anywhere. So we get out to the car, she doesn't want to go home she 
wants to get something to eat. I said 'So let's go to Santana's,' because that’s where we go. 

Q: So somehow you got her into the car? 
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A: In the back seat of my car, she is in the back seat of my car. So then we go to Santana's. I order 
food. The next thing I know she has pulled off her pants, and this isn't the first time I had an issue with 
her doing this, because four or five years ago up in Pine Valley I had to get her a hotel room because 
she was drunk and she crawled Into the back seat of my Silverado and peed all over it. So, that’s what I 
thought was going to happen. But she didn't pee which was a good thing. I mean, it wouldn't have 
bothered me. So I said, 'Let's take you home.' And she said, 'No, I wanna go to your house.' OK fine, 
so I drive to Descanso. 

Q: Has she gone to your house before? 

A: Yeah, she has been to my house. She has a key to my house.. So we drove to Descanso and I'm 
pretty sure my landlord has a camera that..cause, I tried to get her out of my c ar, it's a steep driveway, 
we both ended up falling down, because she is just dead weight. I go.HHH this is not going to work, 

I'm gonna take you home.' So I got her back into the car. I mean, I couIcHnow you the cut on my thumb 
and the thing on my leg but it's no big deal. Got her back in my car, drove back to her house. And at all 
times her house is locked, so I got her outside the car against the door by her house. She said, 'I'll be 
fine right here.' I said, 'I gotta get your keys.' So I go to get her keys and she falls again. 

Q: Where were her keys at? 

A: In her purse in the back seat of my car. She falls again, right by the front door. So, that's the time I 
think she hit her face on the doorknob. So I get her into the house, now mind you, her pants are still in 
the back seat of my car. I get her into the house. I take her into the bedroom. I get her on her bed. I go 
out, grab her clothes, grab her purse, put them on the thing. I go back Ins ide to check on her and she 
pulls me down on the bed. And then we went to sleep. I said, 'NoH^B' Because we've had this 
conversation before, when no is no , yes is yes, right is right and wrongs wrong. So three hours later, 
six o'clock I wake up, I said,|HH, I'm going home.' She says, 'Call me later.' I didn't notice the black 
eye or anything like that at al^nd I've never, ever, ever, laid a hand on her, nor would I. And she knows 
that. She absolutely knows that. So then I get home and I go to bed and about six hours later her kids 
start calling me, and threatening me. And I said, What the fuck are you talking about?' 

Q: Did you actually talk to them? 

A: Yeah. 

Q: Which one? 

A:HB called me. First called. (^(■girlfriend, and(^(is her oldest son. ■(§ 
calls and said, 'I need to talkwith you rigntaw ayaboutHU' So I got up. I called her right back, and 
she said, What th e fuck happened top^^( eye?' I go, 'I don't know.' She said it was all black and 
blue. I go.BB- she f el1 down ,ike siHImes last night, mee trying to get her from the bar to her house.' 
And so then she goes, Well her eye is all black and blue and her lip swollen.' I said, 'I'm telling you.' 

And ■■ knows I wouldn't lay a hand on her ever ’cause I wouldn't. And I don't I wouldn't lay a hand 
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on the inmates here. I mean I've been doing this job 21 years. So thenHH calls me. He was going to 
Mexico with his grandfather. And so he tells me straight up, What the fucHiappened to my mom? Why 
were her pants off? I go, 'She took her pants off because she got into the house, they were in my car.' 

He goes, What did you do to my mom?' I go, *1 didn't do anything to your mom.' He says, You better 
not have.' I go, 'I swear to God I did not have sex with your mom.’ I mean, the last time we had sex was 
August first. That’s the last time. 

Q: Robert, I'm not concerned what^m told you. 

A: I know I'm Just telling you the whole story. I'm sad. I’m mad, I'm frustrated. I’m thinking I have invested 
a lot into her because I believe in her talents. She's got amazing talents. 


Q: She seems like a nice woman. 


A: And she is just lost right now. And obviously I can't fix that. 

Q: Let me get a little clearer picture so I can clear up some of the things you have told me here. When 
you got to the bar, you said she was at one location at the bar and you went and sat at the other? 

A: At the end right inside the entrance. 

Q: She was around these two other guys? 

A: I don't know if there were two guys but when told me, 'Can you please help get her out of 

here? There were two guys Involved. 

Q: Did m tell you that right when you came into the bar? 

A: I don't recall when. 

Q: So you don't know how long you were there before |HH| told that to you? 

A: It wasn’t long. We weren't there long at all. I mean time wise we weren't there long at all. 

Q: What was demeanor when you first made contact with her in the bar? 

A: Sad, disheveled, she just seemed lost. 

Q: Did she seem like she was.... 

A: She was extremely intoxicated. Extremely. 

Q: You know her better than I do. 
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A: Well, here is the thing though. 

Q: Well at this point, she is extremely Intoxicated? 

A: Yeah, to the pointwhen I got there, m was upset. 

Q: Right away? She told you....? 

A: She said.m^ is out of it. She's totally out of it.' 

Q: So when you were there, did any drinks get served to^^^ 

A: I don't know, I couldn't tell ya. 

Q: How about you? 

A: I ordered a Blue Moon. I drank that. I had another one and I don't remember drinking any of that one, 
cause I needed to get her out of there. 

Q: So you were dealing with her? During the time you ordered the first beer, did she fall down during the 
time you were drinking the first beer? 

A: I don't remember if it was while I was drinking the first beer or when she got off the bar stool, I don't 
remember. 

Q: OK, are you guys sitting together at this point? 

A: No, we weren’t sitting together when she fell. 

Q: At anytime were you sitting together? 

A: Yeah I think. When she came down and sat next to me because she said I was crying. 

Q: Do you remember crying? 

A: I remember crying cause I don't like where she is headed. 

Q: You were upset what was going on with her right? 

A: Yeah. 
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Q: So at some point, well, during the time you were sitting or you had her in observation, whether she 
was sitting down at the end of the bar or next to you, did you see her drinking? 


A: Umm...not when she was next to me. 


Q: Did you see her drinking at the end of the bar? 
A: She was in the middle. 


Q: OK, in the middle. 

A: Like if you were at the register, she was like, if they had a waitress standing to the right, there's like 
two bars whatever, if you had a waitress station, she was right there. 

Q: OK. Did you see her drinking? 

A: She was drinking a Bloody Mary. 

Q: OK. 


A: But here's the thing... 

Q: I'm trying to clear it up in my mind because I get lost sometimes. So, did she, during the time she was 
sitting with you or in the middle of the bar, did you see her fall down near the bar area? 

A: She started to fall off her stool. 

Q: Did you help her or did somebody else help her? 

A: Somebody helped her. 

Q: OK. And you said you drank a Blue Moon? Did you have any shots? 

A: I don’t remember if we drank a shot or not. I mean, normally when we are there, we drank shots. But 
I do not remember if we drank a shot or not. 

Q: What kind of shots do you guys normally drink? 

A: Fireball. 


Q: And, at some point or how much time were you there when you decided it was time to take her out of 
there? 

A: I'm gonna guess a half hour. Like I said. I don’t know for sure. I don't wear a watch. 
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Q: When you first went to her to try to get her into the car? 

A: It took about 15 minutes of negotiating, between this guy who was in my face and her to try and get 
her to the car, at least. 

Q: Did you, did they have to help you? 

A: They carried her. One guy had her arms, almost like a firemen’s carry, and the other guy grabbed her 
feet. 

Q: Did you ever try to help her out to the car by yourself? 

A: No. Not at that point. 

Q: Did you ever trip on her and fall? 

A: I told you, I fell at least twice. 

Q: OK, well I’m trying to figure out where you fell. Was it in the bar, outside the bar? 

A: Well, said it was outside the doorway of the bar. Like I said I don't remember. 

Q: When did you talk to 

A: She called the next day. Somebody from the bar called the next day. Andfl|^^ left a message 
and I called back because she had my glasses and they were broke. It lookecHiK^onnebody had 
stepped on them. She found them in the parking lot and took them inside. 

Q: I want to know what you remember. I don't want to know what told you. 

A: I remember the two guys helping to get her to the car. 

Q: You don’t remember falling or anything? 

A: No, I remember falling. I don’t remember if it was right at the doo rway of the bar the first time. And 
the second time I fell was at the driveway at my house...with 

Q: OK, well, somehow the three of you managed to get her in the back of your car? 

A: Right. 

Q: Was she wearing her pants then? 
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A: She had her pants. What happen was, one guy put her in the left rear side and we tried to get her in 
and he couldn't. He went around the other side and pulled her. He lifted her legs and put her inside the 
car. Her pants were still on her but they were like starting cause...she wears her pants tight anyway, 
they were starting to fall down. But that wasn’t my concern. 

Q: Was she wearing shoes? 

A: Here's the thing, she had her boots originally. They're like red white and blue cowboy boots. But they 
were not on her. Now, when I got her to her house... 

Q: So they weren't on her when you put her in the car? 

A: When they helped put her in the car, her boots were not on her. Her feet were barefoot. When I got 
back to her house, her boots were sitting outside her door. Like about four feet from the door next to the 
wall. 

Q: Who put them there? 

A: I don’t know. 

Q: When you got to her house, after going up to your house, her boots were... 

A: Yes. 

Q: So you think somebody took them from the bar and brought them home? 

A: l don't know. I would have to guess that. I don’t know how the boots got there because I remember 
when we got in the back seat of my car she was barefoot. 

Q: OK, so you get in the car and she says she wants to go to your house? 

A: Ah huh. 

Q: What prompted you to go all the way to Descanso? 

A: She said she couldn't go home or didn't want to go home. 

Q: Did she say why? 

A: No but here’s the thing, there were times in the past because if her son is there that she doesn't want 
me there because it causes conflict with her son. 
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Q: Which one? 


A: The youngest one, So I didn't ask. 

Q: Do you guys not get along? 

A: No we don’t because that’s an entire different story. It’s not because I don't care about him, it’s 
because what he is doing to his mom. 

Q: OK. So do you think she was asking you...what's your opinion, when she said let's go to your house, 
what was going on in your mind? 

A: That she didn't want to go home. 

Q: Because of^^J? 

A: Well, I don't know if it was^^|, I don't know if it was^^ I don't know if it was some other guy, I 
don't know. 

Q: OK, so did you drive straight from the bar to your house? 

A: No, we stopped at Santana's and got Mexican food. 

Q: Santana's in...? 


A: On Broadway in El Cajon. 

Q: And did she get out of the car there? 
A: No. 


Q: And did she have her pants on at Santana’s? 

A: They were like halfway on and then going up the hill. 

Q: What do you mean like halfway on? 

A: Like if you were drunk in the back seat of a car and your pants were too tight, they were like, coming 
down below here. (Pointed to his thighs). And she was in the back seat laying down. 

Q: Could you see her private parts? 

A: At that point in time no. 
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Q: But you could tell her pants were not all the way up? 

A: Yeah, and then, by the time I got to my house they were off and I thought she was going to pee. 
Because like I said, she has done that before. I don't want to embarrass her so I'm gonna try and get her 
into my house. 

Q: You pull up to your house, you get out of the car, and you open up the back door? 

A: The right rear door and pull her out. 

Q: Did you tell her, 'Hey we are here?' 

A: She knew we were there. So we started to walk and she is dead weight again. And like I said it's a 
dirt...she is out of the car and she is dead weight. 1 got her like.,.first it’s gravel and dirt and then it goes 
to cement. It's a steep driveway. My landlord has a camera at the end of the driveway that records all 
the time. At one point she pulled, we both fell. I landed on my hands, I scraped my leg, I got up and go. 
This is not working, I'm just gonna take you home, I will deal with the kid then.' If that is what it was. I 
don't know. Because if he is there, there is no way she wants me there because it causes conflict. 

Q: So when you are getting her back in the car, what are the condition of her pants, at that point? 

A: They were off already. 

Q: They were completely off? 

A: They were completely off. They stayed off. 

Q: Did you tell her to put them back on? 

A: No, she was just out of it. So I just said my best option is to get her home. Just get her home and call 
it a night. 

Q: So that is what you decided to do? 

A: Yes. 

Q: So you got her back in the car? 

A: Yes. 

Q: Drove all the way back to her place? 
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A: Yes. 

Q: Make any stops? 

A: No, straight there. 

Q: Didn't have to get gas or anything? 

A: Nope. 

Q: So you get to her house. Did you park in her spot? 

A: Yes. I pulled her out of the car. Because normally she leaves her house unlocked. I go to the front 
door. I’m ho lding he r at this point. And I lean her against the wall and I go to unlock the door and it's 
locked. I go,^^|, I need to get the keys.' And she goes, Tm fine.' And she is still swinging. So I turn 
around. Ancuic^ooner that I turn around and l go to the passenger side to get her purse, she falls 
down. 

Q: OK, so the door is locked? The screen is locked? 

A: Yes. Do you want me to show you, I can show you. 

Q: No. 

A: The door opens to the left, it is a security screen door. She is to the right of it. My car is in the space. 
She is up against the wall. She has her back to the wall below the window to her house, and I held her 
there and told her I need to get the keys, because I checked and it was locked. And no sooner that I turn 
around and she goes, 'Bam.' She falls to the ground. 

Q: She falls forward? 

A: She falls to the right. She is against the wall. She falls to the right. The door knob would have been 
her and she went down to the ground. She said, 'Ouch.' 

Q: You didn't notice she hurt herself? 

A: No, had I noticed, had I noticed she was black and blue, that she had hurt her eye, A, I wouldn’t have 
left at six o'clock, B, I would have treated her then, and then I personally would have taken her to the 
hospital. I didn't know any of that then. 

Q: So, you get her into the house? 
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A: Well at first I get her on the couch, then I go straight to the bedroom, because I'm basically carrying 
her because she is dead weight. I get her onto the bed, I go out, I grab her pants, I grab her purse, I 
throw them on the couch. I go back into the bedroom and sat down and she pulled me towards her. She 
says, 'Come here.' 

Q: She is sitting on the bed? 

A: No, she is laying on the bed. 

Q: Covered up? 

A: No, she is not covered up. So at that point I laid down next to her and she pulled me towards her. ! 
covered her up with a blanket and we both went to sleep. 

Q: Did she say anything to you? 

A: No, she tried to pull me towards her but I said, 'No, not nowHH' And we both went to sleep. Like I 
said, I woke up at six o'clock, I said.^^g, I'm going home,’ anTOe says, 'OK. call me later.' And I 
went home. 


Q: When she pulled you towards her, did she say that she wanted you to leave? 

A: No. She didn't want me to leave. She tried to kiss me. 

Q: Did she say she wanted to have sex with you? 

A: No, she didn't say anything. She just tried kissing me and touching me. 

Q: Where was she touching you? 

A: First on my shoulder, then on my, right here, (pointed to the middle of his abdomen). 

Q: Did she touch your private parts? 

A: No. Not that I remember, but like I said, at that point, we both went to sleep. 

Q: I'm going to ask you straight up, did you have so much to drink that there is a reason you do not 
remember? 


A: No. 


Q: You just can't remember because? 
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A: No, I went to a BBQ. I had been drinking. I'm not going to deny that at all. But, I didn't have sex with 
her. 

Q: That's not my question. I question was, had you had so much to drink that she don't remember? 
Because you told me you don't remember a couple of times. 

A: I don’t remember exactly where I fell the first time, but I know where I fell the second time. 

Q: But your memory is not because you had too much to drink? 

A: I had a lot to drink, I'm not going to deny that. 

Qr OK, let's go through that. Let's talk about that. You went to a BBQ that day? 

A: Yes. 

Q: Where was the BBQ? 

A: My friend's house. 

Q: Who is your friend? 

A: They live in She was celebrating her birthday weekend. 

Q: During the time you were at their house, how much did you have to drink? 

A: Three Estellas, because I brought a six pack over for her boyfriend. We each had three and then i 
had four shots of Fireball. 

Q: And that was what time to what time? 

A: From, I got there about six, six-thirty, till about ten. 

Q: Until you started getting text messages? 

A: I didn't get those until I got to my house, because there is no cell service in Quatay. 

Q: So that is what you had to drink. You left there and you went to your house. You started to get the 
text messages and you went to the bar? 

A: I got the text saying she was going to drive drunk and she didn’t give a fuck. I still have the text. 

Q: And how much did you have at the bar? 
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A: I ordered two Blue Moons that I remember. 

Q: You don't remember doing any shots or anything? 

A: No. 

Q: Did you buy any drinks for her? 

A: No. but I paid her whole tab the next day. 

Q: The next day? 

A: Yeah, because they said she still owes a tab from last night. 

Q: So when you talked to the next day, was that in person? 

A: No, original it was on the phone. Because she left a message on my phone because she had my 
glasses and they were broke, and she said that^^J still had an open tab. So when I did the food run 
for the team, I stopped by there, picked up my glasses, and I paid tab. 

Q: And how much was it? 

A: Forty-three dollars. It was for two Bloody Marys, two double Fireballs, and two single Fireballs. 

Q: So it was both of your tabs? 

A: Yes. 

Q: And when you were back at the house, what time do you think you got to the house? Because 
remember you left the bar, you went to your place...? 

A: I'm going to guess but the time we got into bed it was around, I guess three o'clock. I'm going to 
guess, I could be totally wrong. I don't wear a watch. And I can't see crap without my glasses. 

Q: I have to ask you some personal questions. During the time you were with^HL from the first at 
San Filipe till you decided to leave the house, how many times did you have search her?

Q: Were you ever concerned last night when she was falling over that this might not be an alcohol thing, 
it might be a medical issue? 


A: With her, I have no clue. The other times it's happened, like I said I've known her five years, it’s 
always been alcohol. 

Q: OK, so have you ever seen her in the same condition she was in Saturday night? 

A: Yes. 


Q: That bad? 

A: Yes, but not to that. I've carried her before. She has fallen down before. It's not the first time it has 
happened. We went to a dinner one time, it was a celebration of life for a friend of ours in Descanso. It 
was during the day and she was hammered. We put her in the back seat of her car. We told her to 
sleep it off for a while. Her kids were there. She decided to get up. She came inside and fell. She split 
her head open and we took her to the hospital. 

Q: When you woke up Sunday morning and decided to leave, why did you leave? 

A: Because nobody was there. She was safe. I wasn’t going to have sex with her. I was still fully 
dressed. I said I'm going to go home and told her I would talk to her later. She said, "I'll see you later.’ 

Q: Did you have to work Sunday night? I was just wondering since you only got three hours of sleep. 
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A: I worked Sunday night, I went home and went back to sleep. I didn’t even watch any football. I went 
straight to work. 

Q: You are laying with this woman. She doesn't have any pants on? 

A: I've been laying with her naked for three and a half months. 

Q: I'm just asking you. Were you interested in having sex with her? 

A: I'm always interested in having sex with her. 

Q: So why didn't you? 

A: Because she was out of it. Because we had conversations before. She says, when we are together, 
we need to take care of each other. The next thing you know she is drunk. When she is drunk, I didn’t do 
it. She says, Well why didn't you?' I said,'Because you were drunk. That’s why I didn't do it.’ 

Q: When she has been drinking, can you tell the difference between when she has had a little bit and 
becomes a little amorous to when she has had a lot to drink and she is just sloppy? You know her. Can 
you tell the difference? 

A: Urn... 


Q: OK, how do you tell the difference? How do you tell that she is at the point where she is just too 
drunk and it's not going to be fun? 

A: She was a mess. She was a mess more so than not. Therefore I didn't. Like 1 said, it didn't happen. 
Q: When was the last time you did have sex? 

A: August first. 

Q: The very last time? 

A: The last time we had sex. Don't ask me where because I won’t tell you. 

Q: When you had sex in the past, or does she take birth control pills or did you wear a condom? 

A*. No and no. She can't have any more kids. 

Q: You don't worry about sexually transmitted diseases? 

A: I do but I trust her. Maybe I shouldn't. I'll be honest, maybe I shouldn't but I did. 
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Q: Going back to when you are lying in bed with her. She has no pants on. What are you wearing? 

A: A blue Hawaiian shirt and a black t-shirt. 

Q: Would there be any reason there would have been any kind of fluid exchange between you and her? 
A: Nope. 

Q: If there is a fluid exchange, how are you going to explain that? 

A: I’m not going to explain that because there isn't. 

Q: So there would be no way that happened? 

A: Nope. 

Q: No way that happened? 

A: No way in hell that happened. I’m telling you straight up right now there was not a fluid exchange 
between me and her. 

Q: Because you didn’t have any kind of sex? 

A: No sex. There's no fluid exchange. 

Q: Was there any kind of oral sex? 

A: Nope. 

Q: Was there any kind of touching? 

A: There was touching. She touched me here and here (pointed to his chest and abdomen) and I 
cupped her breast. 

Q: Over her clothes? 

A: Under her clothes, her shirt was half off. Her shirt was half off and we were like snuggling. I pulled 
the blanket over her and my hand was right there and we went to sleep. 

Q: Like spooning? 
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A: Yeah, that was it, I was almost falling off the bed. It's a small bed in case you haven't seen it. We 
didn't have sex. I know that for a fact. I'm 100 percent positive. 

Toohey went on to say that he had been talking with^^( all that day trying to explain to her that 
nothing happened between them and he did not have sex with her. Toohey admitted to me that he had 
been driving drunk that night (at 39:00 on tape). He told me he had never looked atH^^ face that 
morning before lea ving and did not kn ow she had been injured. Toohey showed me texunessages on 
his cell phone from son ^^(asking him what had happened to her. 

I asked Toohey about him providing ■■ with marijuana. At first he didn't want to talk about it and 
declined to state where he got it. Shorxl^hereafter he said, "Why did we do this? We were stupid. He 
has a medical marijuana card." And, "I just got it for him." 

End of interview. 

On 09-23-14 at about 1110 hours I retrieved ^^^H|SART evidence from IFS and prepared it to be 
submitted to the Sheriffs Crime Lab. I also arrange^o re-examined to obtain additional 

evidence not collected during the first examination due to her oein^oo sore. 

On 09-23-14 at a bout 14 00 hours, I contacted SSB owner^HHB^^ at the bar, 9261 Mission Gorge 
Road in Santee. was not present during this inciderTnaunTsmeviewed the tape of the incident. 

could not download what had been captured on the video surveillance cameras. While we 
reviewed the taped portions of the incident, I used my camera and videotaped the reviewed portions, 
which showed the following: 

^■■1 entered SSB alone at about 2245 hours on 09-20-14. As she ordered her drink and casually 
walke^nroughout the bar talking with several other customers, she did not appear to be intoxicated. At 
about 23 17 hours, Toohey entered the bar alone and ordered drinks from the bartender. T oohey an d 
Hgg sat together during the majority of the time they were there. At about 0035 hours, can 

b^een slumping over the bar and she appeared extremely intoxicated. Toohey goes to herHioias her 
arm and att empts to p ull her away from the bar. On e of the m ale customers nearby tries to step between 
Toohey and preventing Toohey from pulling away. There is no aud io on the tape 

therefore it i^InKnown what is being said. After severanlttempts of Toohey pulling he 

manages to get her to the front door and they exit at about 0046 hours on 09-21-14. Toone^as 
BHB f ac <ng away from him and he is holding her up with his arms around her upper body and waist. 

At this point, ■(■switches to the outside camera which shows Toohey falling forward onto the 
pavement, pusmngj^^B^ace forward where she strikes her face on the ground as he falls on top of 
her. Toohey rolls ove^nt^iis back and struggles to uprigh t himself. As Toohey gets to his knees, the 
two male customers exit the bar and attempt to get^^^Jonto her feet. She appears almost lifeless, 
and barely moving. is lifted by the t wo mal^ustomers in a m odified firemen's type of position 

and carried over to TooneTs vehicle, a silver is placed in the back seat on her 
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back. Her jeans appear to be properly pulled up at the waist, and she is wearing her boots. 
hands ^^^^purse to Toohey and he drives away. 

S held up the bar s land line, The memory list shows a call being received from 

y's cell phone, at 1:03 AM on 09-21-14. 

I later downloaded the video and photo of the above onto a disk and placed it into evidence at the 
Sheriffs P&E Unit. 

On 09 -23-14 at about 1450 hours, I met withM^^BatlFS and returned her cell phone to her. RN 
performed the follow-up SART exam w!tn^^^^| 

On 09-23-14 at about 1330 hours, Detective R. Roberson (#4750) a nd Detective L. Hurtado (#4975 ) 
contacted Toohey at his residence in Descanso.JHHI^^^^^nd his landlord, 

Detective Roberson documented those contactsTuiiMolIomj^eport, (See attacheajTBMj^J 
provided a portion of taped surveillance that was captured between the late hours of 09-2CT^nd the 
early morning hours of 09-21-14. Toohey provided his cell phone, allowing it to be downloaded and 
reviewed. Toohey also voluntarily gave a DNA sample, oral reference. Later that evening, Toohey 
called and demanded his cell phone be returned to him immediately. Due to the time constraints, we 
were unable to retrieve information from his cell phone and it was returned to him by Detective 
Roberson. 

On 09-26-14,1 completed a search warrant affidavit and search warrant for items within Toohey's 
residence, his current rental car, and his cell phone. Superior Court Judge Herbert J. Exarhos signed the 
order (warrant #E2014-475). 

On 09-26-141 called Toohey and made arrangements to meet with him at the Sheriffs Alpine Station on 
09-30-14. 

On 09-26-14 at a bout 1500 hou rs, I was contacted by victimBJ^^and advised she had located a 
possible witness, and she gave me his contacnmormation. I called and left a 

message for him t^aTun^acK. 

On 09-30-14 at about 1100 hours, I met with Toohey at the Sheriffs Alpine Station. I spoke with Toohey 
briefly in a priv ate meeting room. Toohey gave his cell phone to me. He told me that he had returned the 
mmm to Enterprise Car Rental Center in Santee on 09-29-14. On my request, Detective A. 
MeJeerHff4961) responded to the Enterprise Rental Center and located the vehicle Toohey had returned. 
Detective Meleen had the Chevy towed by the Sheriffs Property Unit to the Crime Lab to be searched 
and processed, (See attached follow-up report by Detective Meleen). 

After I contacted Toohey and seized his cell phone the following Sheriffs personnel accompanied me to 
Toohey's residence to conduct a search per the signed warrant; Sergeant Fred Magafia (#2829), 
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Detectives Tim Dinger (#2078) and Robert Roberson (#4750). We arrived at 1144 hours, 

(CAD#E1992205). 

Toohey had voluntarily provided his residence keys for us to gain entry and the following items were 
seized from his residence: 

One handwritten letter addressed toH^IK, one VHS tape, one Sheriffs Identification card, two 
Motorola computer components (batter^ack-up devices), numerous handwritten and typed notes, 
several printed JIMS inmate information sheets, one set of Sheriffs waist chains, two pair of Sheriffs 
handcuffs, and one pair of brass knuckles. Before exiting the residence, a copy of the Receipt and 
Inventory, and a copy of the Search Warrant was left on a chair near the front door. I took numerous 
photographs of the overall condition of the residence before and after the execution of the warrant. 

On 09-30-14 at 1500 hours, I completed an extraction on Toohey’s cell phone, (a Droid RAZR HD, model 
#XT926), at RCFL, and downloaded the report to a disk. After review, the disk was entered into 
evidence at the Sheriffs P&E Unit. 

On 09-30-14 at 1650 hours, I contacted Toohey by phone and made arrangements for him to meet with 
me at the Sheriffs Alpine Station to return his phone back to him, which took place at 1800 hours. 

On 10-02-141 learned from Data Services that several Sheriffs deputies had attempted or did gain 
access to the original crime report in NetRMS on this case. I spoke with deputies W. Brecheisen 
(#2564), Y. Nease (#3877), and P. Vail (#0606) individually by phone. Each had a reasonable 
explanation as to why they had opened and or reviewed the crime report. I do not believe that Toohey 
had any hand in their actions or that this case was compromised in any way. 

On 10-02-14 at 1900 hours I contacted witness^^^^^^ by telephone and obtained the following 
information. This written statement is a summaryancuionneant to be a substitute for the recorded 
interview. The audibly recorded interview was later transferred onto a CD as evidence.

B told me he lives in the same condo complex as^HBIbut he had not met her un til several 
er this incident. Recently they str uck up a conversatiorfin th e alley wh ilewas walking 
her dog and they realized he had had come int o contac t with^^^^ancHooney during the 

early morning hours of 09-21-14. ^ulbout 0200 hours,■■■ hear^^nar^elling in the alley. This 
went on for about 20 minutes.|^^^ went outside to fm^uFwhat was happening^J^^ found 
Toohey standing in the open doorwayof a silver vehicle and he was yelling at^^jjwn^/aslying on 
the back seat. Toohey was trying to get out of th e car bu t she was not respondingJHp| 

immediately asked Toohey what was wrong^^ohey told that he needed to getHHHinio the 

house but she was drunk and not getting up.^^^Htold m^nat he has had some prio ^MTCaini ng 
and he thought thatj|^g was not br eathing^^^J reached into the car and checked H^Hfor a 
pulse and she was breathing. reeked o^conol but did have a pulse and was breatning^)ue 
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toHH^flack of response.H^Hfeared that she had alcohol poisoning and told Toohey that he 
neeae^c^all 911. T oohey to la^^^B that he was a deputy Sheriff and he knew best, that she just 
needed to sleep itoff^BM saOT^rgued with Toohey for over half an hour trying to c onvince hi m to 
call 911 and get^^^fmeaical help but Toohey refused and continued to attempt to pull out 

of his car. 

R eventually gave in to Toohey and tried to help him getHH||out of the back seat. After many 
ttempts, Toohey finally gave up and said he would takeTeHHiis house. Toohey then tried to 
slam the back seat door shut but it struck one of^^^Hlegs. Toohey pushed her leg inside the car, 
got into the driver seat and drove away. I asked^^^Jwhat if anything |^^^lwas wearing. He 
described a pink t-shirt, a pair of jeans and white socks^ I asked Sf^P^^jeans were pulled up 

to her waist. He recalle d that her jeans appeared slightly below nerwaist buHioRpen or showing any of 
her groin area. did recall see ing a pa ir of women's boots near her front door. I asked if 

Toohey appearecnntoxicated to him. said that Toohey was not slurring his words or st aggering 

but did have a very strong odor of alcono^ mitting from his person. At the time of this incident, 
had never met either Toohey or^^^^ 

End of statement. 

On 10-03-141 received the Laboratory Service Report from Criminalis t Cathy Chang. She had 
completed a vehi cle examinat ion on Toohey’s Enterprise rental car, 

California l' cens ^HHHH The results showed that semen was noTaeteclecMrnn^merio^r the 
vehicle. For additlonanetails, see the attached report by Chang. I also completed and faxed to the 
Sheriffs Property Unit one EVID-3 form. Property Release, and Enterprise Rental Center was advised 
they could retrieve their vehicle. 

On 10-03-14 I entered the license number of Toohey's rental vehicle, (^■■j into Vigilant Solutions 
License Plate Reader system. That license plate had been recorded severanimes over the last year but 
not during the days before, during or after this incident. 

On 10-14-14 I spoke with Sheriffs Department Criminalist Stephen Lu by telephone and was advised he 
had been assigned to this case and expected to take two to three weeks to complete the DNA process of 
the submitted evidence. 

On 10-15-14 at about 1100 hours, I met with San Diego Deputy District Attorney Fiona Khalil at the Hall 
of Justice to discuss this case. She determined this case should be assigned to the El Cajon office when 
completed. 

On 10-23-14,1 contacted Criminalist Stephen Lu for an update on the DNA evidence. Lu advised me 
that all but the bed sheets had been processed and no semen or male saliva had been detected. 
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On 10-24-14,1 met with Deputy District Attorney Kerry Conway. We discussed the case and she 
reviewed the initial reports. Conway advised she would review the case again after the final lab reports 
had been submitted. 

On 11-04-141 received Lu's final approved report, (See attached), which indicated no semen or male 
saliva had been detected on any of the items submitted for processing.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


Investigative follow up: 

This is a supplemental investigative report to Det. Shands report. On 9-22-14 at about 1800 ho urs, I was assigne d to assist 
Det- Shands with the investigation involving Robert Toohey. We arrived at the victim's homeat^^^^^HH for a follow 
up interview. Det. Shands also wanted to attempt a controlled call between Robert and^^H (se^e^porflor further). 


At about 2015 hours, Det. Shands and I arrived at Las Collnas Detention Facility to speak with Robert about the case. The on 
duty Sgt Ross escorted us through the facility to a place where we could speak with Robert. Sgt. Ross took us to a 
conference room where we waited for Robert. When Robert arrived, he was cooperative with us. He agreed to talk to us after 
Det. Shands told him that he was not obligated to talk to us (see her report for interview details). 


On 9-23-14 at about 1330 hours, Det. Hurtado and I drove 1° obtain a DNA mouth swab from 

Rober t and possibly obtain the video surveillance from his lanalora^mvewaywmcnwouid have shown the time Robert and 
arrived at the house on the morning of 9-21-14. 

The landlord, was not home at that time. Robert house I was not 

sure if Robertwa^iom^t that time. I knocked on the door. A few moment^ater^ooertanswerecnn^oor. It was obvious 
that he had just woken up. I knew he had worked the previous night. I asked Robert if I could obtain a mouth swab from him 
and he agreed. I went back to my car to obtain the mouth swab kit. I activated my department issued digital recorder to record 
the conversation between us. The recording was later transcribed to disc and placed into evidence. 

Robert explained to me again how he andHIHarrived at the house In his car. He parked at the end of the driveway under a 
tree. That is where he parked all the time. H^ned to walk her up to his door, but they fell. He said, "we made it to the 
driveway then I ate shit." He decided to take her home. 


Robert showed me some injuries he had su stained from the fall. He had sustained some scratches on his right leg. He 
sustained a scratch on his arm from^^f when she fell. He also sustained an abrasion on his left thumb. I took photos of the 
injuries with my camera. 

Robert again said, "I didn't have sex with her. I've known her for over five years. I didn’t have sex with her." Robert allowed me 
to swab the inside of his mouth for a DNA reference sample. 
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Robert then toFd us about an incident ab out a w eek earlier where ^^^Hhad called him on his cell phone from the Santee 
Sports Bar. She explained to Robert thatflH was there and thafsnewas "falling down drunk". Robert obtained permission 
from his on duty Sergeant at that time to "Helmut a friend." He left LCDF and drove to the bar. When he got there, someone 
else had taken her home. He did not know who had taker her home at that time. 

Det. Hurtado and I left the residence. We started to drive away when I forgot to ask Robert for permission to take his cell 
phone and download it utilizing a Cellbrite machine. I called Robert and asked him for permission. Robert told me to go ahead 
and come back to the residence to get the phone. His only request was to give the phone back to him before his shift later that 
night. 

I activated my Department issued digital recorder prior to arriving at the residence. We arrived at around 1400 hours. I 
knocked on the door a nd Robert answered. He handed me his cell phone. Robert then asked me if I wanted to listen to 
messages from^^f on his house phone. My recorder was already recording. 

One message was from the following Sunday afternoon after the incident. The message was time stamped on his house 
phone at 1:5 1PM. T he message said, "Hello? Hello? Alright call me back." The next mes sage w as at 2:16pm "Hey Robert, are 
you there ifsm Hello? Hello? Wake up? All right, give me a call when you wake did not sound accusatory or 

scared in the message. Det. Hurtado and I left the residence with the cell phone I later released the cell phone to Det. 

Shands. 

On 9-23-14 at about 1847 hours, I met Robert at the Santee Sheriff Station and released his cell phone back to him. I 
activated my recorder during that conversation. Robert had Just been placed on administrative leave about 30 minutes prior. 

He did not tell me anything of evidentiary value during the conversation. 

On 9-25-14 at ab out 1030 hours, Det. Hurtado and I arrived back to obtain a copy of the video 

surveillance from McacfeSSB house the mornirg Robert daime<nonavecom^iome.|M allowed us inside his home. He 
was unable to max^^Dcopyof the surveillance prior to our arrival. However he allowefflet Hurtado to use a thumb drive 
to attempt to transfer the files to the thumb drive. 

I used my digital camera to record the footage from the Saturday into Sunday. The footage was grainy. The cameras are 
motion activated. They do not record constantly.^! advised me that cameras only start recording when something triggers 
the sensor. If something is not large enough to tngger the sensor or not close enough to trigger the sensor, the camera will not 
record, 

The first video was dated 9-21-14. At 0148 hours, a vehicle pulled into the parking space where Robert claims to always park. 

I could not make out the exact model of the car or any descriptors. I could not make out any driver's or passengers, if any. 
Howev er, this was consistent with Roberts statement that he arrived home around 2 or 3 am from the Santee Sports bar with 
■m inside the car with him. The car is never seen leaving in the video. It is possible that the sensor was not triggered again. 
Tnecamera then jumps to 0535 hours. 

While watching the first video, I recalled Robert stating that he exited his car whil e carry ing^^p. He stated he reached the 
end of the driveway before falling down again. That was when he decided to takef^! bacH^he car and take her home to 
Santee. 

The camera jumped to the time of 0535 hours. The vehicle Is not seen In the video. Although there is not evidence to support 
a definiti ve ans wer, it is possible that Robert never made it past the driveway as he told us in his interview. If he had been 
carrying and took her into his house, the camera would have recorded him walking up the driveway. 

The camera then jumps to 0626 hours, it appeared to now be daylight in the video. The vehicle shows Roberts vehicle pulling 
into the parking spot at the end of the driveway. Robert is then seen walkin g up the d riveway past the surveillance camera 
towards his front door. This was consistent with his statement about leavinghouse in the morning around 0600 hours.

Origin: 

On 9/30/141 assisted Detective Shands 01062 with the execution of a search warrant. 

Deputy's Observations and Actions: 

I initially responded with Detective Shands to the Alpine Sheriffs Station, located at 2751 Alpine Boulevard, in the city of 
AlpIne^Myresponsibility was to take possession of a 2013 Chevrolet Impala, California License Plate^^H^H and VIN 
HHHHHHHH* u P on arrfval at the Alpine Sheriffs Station, It was determined that the suspect^obe^oohey, 
was no longer in possession of the vehicle. Toohey told Detective Shands that he returned the vehicle to Enterprise 
Rent-a-Car in Santee on 9/29/14.

Normally every SART includes taking both urine and blood. I thought that happened with^^f but apparently she gave 
urine but no blood. The nurse packs it up so I don't know what Is in the bag submitted. So, they can't test for BAC with 
urine and they sent the urine out to contracting company to do the drug pane. So no BAC on this one, but... 

Her tox panel came back with a significant level of methamphetamines and amphetamines. That was a bit of a shock for 
me. I will be asking her about that. Negative for GHB and Ketamine, but... 

Positive for metabolites of Benzodiazepines, (nordiazepam, oxazepam and temazepam). She had a significant amount of 
temazepam metabolites in her system which Is a compound of "Ristoril", an insomnia and anxiety medication. These 
metabolites are not from her valium, which she takes occasionally. Rohypnol, a date rape drug, is a Benzodiazpine. The 
three metabolites in^^J urine could have been produced from Rohypnol, but without more extensive testing we 
cannot be certain. This certainly explains her change of behavior, consciousness, and inability to remember. 

I will be checking with her about all of her drug use to rule out the above.
